So farastho arsenic was conarned. the 
evidenco was thas strongly ‘in favor of her 
guilt’ Tho cirétmstances, apart from tho 
arsenic, wore even more atrongly in favor of 
it. Undonbted there was what thé Judg® 
called a ‘* strong and distressfal "' motive fot 
the murder. Mfrs. Maybrick was in love 
with the man Brierley’ When her guilty 
passion for this person began {s not very 
clear. But it was before there was any sus- 
picion that she was giving poison to her 
husband. She wentto London with Brier- 
ley in the spring, and passed more than one 
night with him as his wife. She lied lavish- 
ly about this visit and its purposo. After 
her return to Liverpool she still intrigued 
with Brierloy, There was a quarrel with 
her husband about it, and varly in May the 
husband grew ill. There’can bo no doubt 
that at this time she had planned and was 
working for hin death. Whether the union 
with him was over happy ono) is question: 
able, Thoir acquaintance had a romantic 
origin on board a ‘steamer!’ They knew 
little of each other when they married. Ho 
was old enough to be her father. Men who 
marry girls half their age challenge the 
fates and furies to make their lives unhappy. 
They are guilty of a foolish and it may be 
said an unnatural act ; and if they lose their 
wives’ affections they should not be sur- 
prised, The Maybricks seem to have lived 
a life which was rather beyond the means of 
the husband. It appears to have been a 
worryitig, tinsatisfying life’ Brierley inay 
have come into it asa iresh excitement. At 
any rate he did come into it, and Mrs. May- 
brick was ‘guilty of adultery with;him. He 
must ‘be regarded as the real causo of 
the morder. For him the guilty woman 
administered the arsenic to her husband, 
and by the fatal letter which. rose in 
judgment against her through the prying 
curiosity 6f a nursomaid'she bétrayed herself 
andsecured her conviction. The letter to 
Brierloy saying that her husband was ‘‘sick 
unto death,” written at a moment when his 
doctor had told her that he was improving, 
wasa lotter written with guilty knowledge 
ofa cause Of death not within the doctor's 
knowledge. This cause was the arsenic. 
She know that her husband had been in the 
habitof taking the drug.” She traded on 
thisiknowledge and gave arsenic to him, 
feeling, it may be, that if the poison were 
found out, his habit, and her own habit of 
using arsenic as a cosmetic, would save her 
from the scaffold. Her knowledge of her 
husband's habit made her almost reckless in 
her administration of the drug. There was 
tho’ boldness almost of innocence in the 
openness with which the fly papers wero 
Inid about the house. But for the letter to 
Brierley there might never have been sus- 
picion. But for that letter there would 
Hidve been no conviction. Her guilty pas‘ 
sion for Brierléy was the caus: of the crime 
and the cause of its punishment. 

Thougirthe public mind revolts against 
the exédition of a woman, it is good for pub- 
Tic safety that Mrs. Maybrick has been eon- 
demped.  Poisoners are the most danger- 
ousof murderers, Their opportunities are 
great, and their detection often exceedingly 
diffienlt! Theirs’ is malice of the coldest, 
most deliberate, most merciless type. One 
may-readily. pity the criminal who, ina mo- 
ment of passion, takes a life. It is more 
difficult to pity & nian or woman who, while 
professing affection for the victim, is surely 
hurrying the victim to the grave.—People's

OROFRLY BUT RESOLUTE. 


A GREAT MEETING OF LONDON’S 
TOILERS AT HYDE PARK, 


The Call fora Gonoral Strike Meseinded— 
Appents for Financial Help—A Com 
Promise Offer Ucjociod—VYopular tadig 
nation Agatnuat the Dock Companies 


Loypon, Aug. 31.—The long smoulder- 
ing discontent of the laborers in the London 
locks received a strong etimulus from the 
revelations before the Lords Committee of 
“‘awoating” last year, The leaders of the 
labor movement vigorously prosecuted a 
campaign in the East End and fanned the 
embers of discontent until the dock men, 
roused from the lethargy induced by their 
sordid surroundings, submitted to the guid- 
ance of Burns, their champion. and other 
active spirits, their concerted action lead- 
ing to the present crisis, 

This was only done slowly, the conditions 
under which labor is employed, especially 
the large overplus of men daily seeking 
work at the docks, rendering it impossible 
to take decisive action until the workmen 
were fully propared. 

Th» continuance of the strike for seven- 
toon days and the strikers’ determined at. 
titude shows that the leaders carwfully cal- 
culated the course of the moveniont before 
notice of the strike was given. Interviews 
with police officials, coroners, officers and 
other fanctionnries show that for years past 
the condition of the dookmen’s families hes 
been us bad as any of the worst cases reveal- 
ed before the sweating commission, 

The local Radical clubs and other organ- 
izations are alive to the importance of 
soriking while the iron is hot, They are 
assisted by lecturers and by a house-to- 
house propaganda intended to foment dis- 
content and forward what promises to de- 
velop into an organized crusade »gainst 
capitalism general y- 

Wades’ Arms, a typical East End tavern, 
is the hoadquartors of the strike committce 
and is likely to become tho centre of a 
movement in behalf of labor the ramifica- 
tions of which will touch every British 
employer and capitalist. Public feeling 
both in the Esst End and in the city com- 
mercial circles stronyly favors the strikers. 

Steps are being taken to afford the strik- 
ers reliof. Mr. Lafore, proprietor of But- 
ler’s wharf, Bermondsey, has given each 
page two ‘shillings to tide him over Sun- 
day. 

To-day the employes of Yarrow & Co., 
who are under a heavy contract to supply 
the government with torpedo appliances, 
strack, while 5000 iron workers at the Isle 
of Dogs have gone out for an advance of six- 

pence. 

The dock laborers on strike number 110,- 
000. As an immediate sequence of their 
cessation 20,000 stevedores, 6000 lighter- 
men, 2000 clerks and nearly 50,000 grain 
“At and laborers are compulsorily 
idle. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Steamship 
Company has 1000 employes engaged by the 
tour. 

Tho directors of the dock companies have 
absolutely declined to make any concession 
beyond what has aleeady been offered. Mat- 
ters remain in statuquo. 

Tho strike committee to-night decided to 
withdraw their appeal fora general strike 
and substitute an appeal to trades unions at 
home and abroad for financial help to con- 
tinue the struggle. 

The work > distributing funds to the 
needy has been resumed, the \Wharf-labor- 
ers’ Union at Sydney having cabled £500 
for that purpose. The strikers were in-

“THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


The report of Mr, Ross’ commission with 
regard to the public schools in French dis. 
tricts shows that as to many of these schools 
the complaints of the Opposition wero well 
founded, and that Minister Ross’ atate- 
ments to the contrary were incorrect. The 
Hamilton Spectator thus forcibly points cut, 
from the statements contained in the report 
of the commissioners, the way in which the 
law was violated : 

In the counties of Prescott and Russell, 
theicommissioners found and visited.fifty- 
eight French schools, having 3,527 pupils 
on their rolls, of whom 3,346 were’French, 
and of these 694 were not learning any-Eng- 
lish. In only twelve of the fifty-eight schools 
wore full sets of English readers found, and 
in only one school out of the whole fifty eight 
was a full set of English text books found. 

‘The law was violated in almost every) par- 
ticular, In these public schools, partly 
supported by public money—the greater 
partrof it money contributed by Protest- 
antsa—Roman Catholic books were used, 
and Roman Oatholic instruction given dur- 
ing school hours. In no less than thirty- 
one of the schools was this the case. No 
teacher would dare for a single moment to 


teach any Protestant doctrine—to impart | ¥'0q 1°, 


instruction not sanctioned by the church of 
Rome ; but where the Roman Catholics are 
in abmajority the public schools of this 
province are converted into disseminators 
of Romish doctrine. The commissioners 
aéy that religious exercises oscupy.a promi~ 
nent place in the schools inspected by them ; 


that in fifty-seven schools (in the’counties | 


named and in others) ‘religious instruction 
is given during school hours ;” that ‘this 
instruction is given from a catechism pre- 
pared for children of the Roman Catholic 
church ;” that ‘‘the prayers in use, in ad- 
dition to the Lord’s prayer, which is used 
jm slmost every achool, are takon from the 
Ronran Catholic books of devotion ;" that in 
some of the French text books ‘'tenets pe- 
éuliar to the Roman Catholic church are 
more or less prominently introduced ;” that 
in many of the schools in the county of Es- 
sex they found ‘pictures of a religious char- 
acter,the crucifixand small statues or images 
of saints”; that ‘tin two instancos in the 
county of Prescott altars were found in the 
schools”; that ‘‘the prominence given to the 
Roman Catholic religion in these schools is 
objectionable to the English-spoaking Pro- 
testants generally”; and more to the same 
effect. it is clear then that in no less than 
fifty-seven public schools in Ontario, partly 
supported by public money and attended 
by both Protestants and Roman Catholic 
pupils, Roman Oatholic doctrines are taught, 
Roman Oatholic books aro used, Roman 
Catholic prayors are offered, Roman Catho 
lic pictures and images are displayed ; and 
that in some cases Protestants have been 
compelled to withdraw their children from 
these schools and send them into othor dis 
tricts to be educated. 

As has boon said, books not authorized 
by the department are commonly used in 
these schools. Some of these books are of 
the most objectionable charactor. The 
commissioners say that ‘‘gonoral use is made 
of the French toxt books authorized by tho 
council of public instruction for the province 
of Quebec’; that some of the histories are 
those ‘‘authorized by the Roman Catholic 
committees of the council for the Catholic 
schools of Quebeo’’; that no authorization

Ouarbonato 
iron ores are found in this coal formation, 
Those, with the mixtures of the magneti‘es 
and hematites, should produce a good pig- 
iron and starb the manufacture of finished 
iron and steel. 


The English Language 

Tho world is passing into the hands of 
the English speaking races. Already the 
English tongue isbecoming the lingua fran 
ca of the planet, Already tho territories 
over which the laws are made and justice 
administered in the Jangusge of Shake- 
speare and Bacon exceed in wealth, in ex- 
tent, in the number of their population, and 
in tha limitless latent possibilities of their 
development, all other lands ruied by all 
other nations on earth. In a hundred years, 
even less, the progress of the marvellous 
transformation is suddenly checked in some 
manner as yet unconovivable, the English 
speakers will outaumber all the men jof 
other tongues inthe world, Italian, Span, 
ish and French will be but local dialects 
of as little importance, except for litera- 
ture, as Erse or Welsh, English ideas, 
Eoglish laws, English civilization are be 
coming as universal as the English speech. 
Alone among the nations they havo learnt 
to combine liberty and law, and to preserve 
anompire by the timely concession of lo- 
cal self government. Whether we wel- 
come or whether we deplore the prospect, 
the fact is unmistakable—tho future of the 
world is English.—Contemporary Review.

coach gave a lurch and he was thrown for- 
werd ib the roadway. Banker Mackaschar 
also fell a victim to the robber’s murderous 
weapons. - Ho receive 1 two bullet wounds 
—one in the left side of the head ond an- 
other in the leg. 

The rob’ er pounced upon his helpless 
viotiin in the roadway, ahoved a pistol in 
his face and threatened to finish him then 
and there: Fleischbein plead for his life 
andthe robber, after going through his 
pockets, getting about $40 in money, 9 
wateh at chain and a ring, left him lying 
bleeding and helpless in the road. He lay 
there nearly threo hours before the arrival 
of assistanc, Then ho was taken to 
Bessomer, where he was put into a hospital 
and Iris wounds cared for; but he had b’ed 
ro much that his’ strength was sapped and 
he died that night, having first furnished a 
good description of the highwayman. 

Mr. Mack rchar was ken to Minneapolis, 
whore, at-last accounts, he was said to beon 
the road to recovery.

Me Took tothe Life of a Uighwayman nas 
the Kcsult of Keading Dime Novels, 


Cracaco, Aug. 21. —Postoffiee Inspector 
Polsifer is on’ of the men who was in the 
hunt. for the Wisconsin stage robber who 
was eaptured this:mornings Mr, Pulsifer’s 
home isin Pulsifer, Wis., snd he knows 
albdbout th highwayman, Who is' known as 
as “Black Bart; the lou highwayman of 
Wisconsin.” 

Tu -an interview, a fow days ago, Mr. 
Pulsifer said; ‘I must say, Black Bart is 
the cleverest, woodaman in the north: 
west, His proper nano is. Reympnde 
Holzhey, and bis home isin Paltitor, 
Wis. His first attempt at stage robbery 
was in Apre lost, when he held up ao 
stage going from Pulsifer to Simond on the 
line of the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & West- 
ern Road. At that time he appeared with 
a red handkerchjef tied over fis face. He 
shot the horse and ‘went through’ the pas- 
sengers, a poorlot, and got nothing. The 
second attempt was more fruitful, for he 
seoured the all pouch containing several 
-hundred dollars, and robbed two passengers 
of $50. One had $800 in currency, but the 
robber failed to get it. His third eseay was 
mide on tho stage running from Shewano 
to Langlade on the Memonimee Indian reser. 
vation. Two passengers were robbed of 
$20 and a» ail pouch containingsome money 
was scoured, Again Black Bart tackled 
unaided the stage on the Milwaukee & 
Northern Railroad Line and robbed it, An 
hour later ho robbed tho train. 

“During oll this time he was holding up 
wyfarera passing through the woods of the 
Gogebic country. Following his trai: rob- 
bery he erftored Rondual, a village in She- 
wano County, and compelied Bit Cann, 
proprietor of a general merchandise store, to 

eliver the money in the store safe, “This 
amounted to $80, He also gota gold wateh 
and chain. He was unmasked at this time 
and was fully recognized by Mr. Cann, His 
next exploit was the robbery of the Wiscon- 
sin Contral sleeper, which he rounded off by 
murder in robbing the staye of the Gogeb c 
Lak» line. 

“Blsck Bart is a German boy 22 years of 
ago. He was born in Germany. He is polite 
pan pier in his nianners and is of sqadro 
bail He always carries a knife and a re- 
wales Hetook to the life ofa robbera ;the 
result of reading dime novela, over a hun- 
dred of which were at one time found in his 
room.”

place, containing two rows of shoives tilled 
with books, the table and old leather oover- 
ed chair in which he used to sit and write 
these works which have made his nam» as 
familiar as household worda the world over. 
During those splendidly brilliant years 
when he was at the height of his famo, u 
fsmo which fell to the lot of scarcely an 
other literary man, Scott’s hospitality was 
unbounded. There ho did the honors for 
all Scotland—peors and peasants, all who 
came, were made welcome and the houso 
was olways full until that dark January day 
wheo the crash came and he found himwlf 
& beggar. Scott's great ambition was to 
fouud a family, and for this he built Abb »ta- 
ford and spent thousands in buying land, 
but to day his only descondant is his groat 
grandchild, who js now the owner of Ab 
botsford, Mrs. Maxwell Scott ; but if this 
hops wasin vain, he has in his immortal 
works erected &® monument more las‘ing 
than brass and which will remain when that 
magaificent one, eredted to his memory by 
bis oativ.s city, will have crumbled to tha 
dust. No other writer over did for his 
oguntry What Scott did forhis, Hoippoplo 
ed her highland hills and lowland plaina 
with those delightful creations of his genius, 
and Jenuie aud Effis Deans, Meg Morri- 
lies, Dominic Sampson and the rest of that 
Wonderful gallery of portraits which the 
‘Wizard of the Noth, with his magiotan’s 
wand craated, ara familiar to us ail, and

At Darlington, through the kindness of 
some relatives of.a very dear friond of mine, 
whose tired footsteps have reached ‘chat 
wayside inn, where toil shajl cease and rest 
begin,” I spont nearly two'days very, plea- 
santly, haying aeyeral yery beautiful drives 
‘through the “Yorkshire lanes.

A YOUNG AUSTRIAN GIANTESS., 


She Is Six Woot Sixand Weighs 200 Pounds 
atthe Age of 11, 


The most famous child in the German 
empire just now is Elinzabeth Lyska. 
Every German dally has told ite readers 
how she looks and acts, how much she 
oats and drinks, and what kind of clothes 
she wears. All Borlin is calling upon 
her, a8 all Vienna called upon her a few 


weeks ago when she was at the Austrian 


capital. Professors, and officers, and 
doctors, and privy councillors, and other 
German bigwigs are received by her 
daily. Even tho great Virchow passed 


several hours with her, chatted with hor 
familiarly, and eventually wrote an elab- 
orate description and blography of her, 
which he will read soon before the An- 
thropological society of Berlin. 

Elizabeth je getting all this attention, 
not because she is pretty or clever, but 
because she is big. According to Vir- 
chow she is the biggest girl of her years 
whom Europeans of modern times have 
scen. Though but 11 years old she is 
#)x feet six inches tall and welghs about 
800 pounds. 

Elizabeth was born on the Manor 
Wiessoly), in the valley of Danube, says 
the New York Sun. Her parents were 
poor peasants. She was the youngest of 
five children, none of whom, save her- 
self, isremarkably large. Four hours 
after her birth she weighed ten pounds. 
She grew as other children grow till she 
was 4 years old. Then she began to be 
& young giantess. In her fifth year she 
gained ten inches in height. She out 
grew her blue cotton gown and wooden 
shoes so rapidly that Papa Lyska, who 
Was trying to support Mamma Lyska 
and four other little Lyskas on some- 
thing over $100 a year, was put to his 
wits’ ends to get money enough to keep 
her decently clothed. 


THE AUSTRIAN GIANTESS. 
From her fifth to her ninth birthday 


she grew only an inch or two. Between 
her ninth and tenth birthdays she gain- 
ed a foot; between her tenth and eleventh 
& foot and four inches. She could pitch 
hay, cut grain, plow, and dig potatoes 
with any man on the manor. er band 
was as large as three ordinary feminine 
hands, and her arm was capable of a 
terrible blow. With an open-handed 
cuff over the ear she once knocked a 
young man who teased her senseless to 
the ground. 

Her appetite became enormous. For 
breakfast she took several cups of coffee, 
seven or eight thick slices of black bread, 
almost a pint of honey, and half a dozen 
pieces of the fruit in season. For din- 
ner she often ate a pound and a half or 
two pounds of pork, five or six potatoes, 
and other vegetables in correspondingly 
large quantities. . 

While her increasing appetite and size 
were playing ducks and drakes with the 
meager income of the Lyska family her 
father died. His widow was almost 
penniless. Some one suggested that the 
young giantess might be turned to finan- 
cial account. A Vienna manager of 
freaks was brought to the manor to look 
ather. He agreed to pay Elizabeth a 
salary which in a week would buy tha 
Lyska family more blue cotton gowna 
and wooden shoes and black bread and 
honey than they could use up in a year. 
Frau Lyska said: ‘‘Allright."’ Eliza- 
beth was immediately put on exhibition, 
and within two weeks was famous 
throughout the two German SER 

“Elizabeth is handsome. he has 
long dark brown wavy hair, large dark 
eyes, clean-cut features, and white teeth. 
Her figure is shapely, though somewhat 
immature. fhe has a fetching smile, 
which bas made her the object of all 
sorts of attention from light-headed 
youvg men. Three students of law, an 
elderly young man who pretends to be a 
freiherr, and any number of young 
trudesmon have written her love letters, 
Ten af her correspondents were willing 
to wait for herto “‘grow up,” if she 
were not already willing to love them. 
Elizabeth, however, is too childish still 
to be even amused by this one-sided 
correspondence, She is contented to 
play with her dolls and paycr puzzles 
and picture books while not on exhibl- 
tion for the benefit of the rest of the 
Lyska family. She is altocether happy 
and satisfied with her new life on the 
stage, Her appetite, strength and 
height are increasing slowly. Stic takeg 
gymnastic exercises daily to deyglap her 
muscles. :

Rolesplerro, haying extinguished tho Hé- 
bortists, on the ground that they were too 
violent, now decidell to extinguish Danton, 
Camille Desmoulins and their adherents, be- 
Ho had long 
been steadily advancing to tho head of the 
governinent—-ho was the president of the 


.committec of public safoty--aud was, at tho 


Clow: of tho winter of 174, virtually dictator, 
A more singular, inconsistent character bas 
never been revealed. Ho ts usually regarded 
os a cold, scheming, crafty, ambitious, blood- 
thirsty villain, a very flend iu malignity. 
Crafty and ambitious ho certainty was, and 
a prodigioas demagogue, though his cruelty 
and malioe have been denied. He has had 
ardent defenders and culogists; some of them 
pone so for as to pronounee him a devotee of 

umanity, and all his butcheries committed 
with extreme reluctance, but from a conscien- 
tlous senso of duty to the causo of popular 
freedam and progress, His antecedents de- 
note hin to have been the opposite of cruel, 
He is thought to haye had, generations back, 
an Irish strain, but¥some of his progenitors 
in France had borne titles. 

A native of Arras, where his father had 
heen no unsuccessful advocate, who had de- 
serted his family to live in Gormany, hi 
grandfather supermtended his Iater educa- 
tion, He attended the College of Louis le 
Grand, at Paris, where Fréron, the younger, 
Camille Desmoulins and Danton were his 
fellow students. Remarkablo for diligence, 
quietness and talents as woll as a kind of 
dreaminess, he returned home to pursuo his 
father’s profession and achieved considerable 
distinction. He also cultivated letteys, win- 
ning local renown as a poet and essayist. As 
4 member of the criminal court it became his 
duty to sentence a culprit to death, the 
thoughts of which filled him with such pain 
that he resigned his office to avoid the obliga- 
tion. He had been a close student of Rous- 
seau and was a believer in his teachings. In 
politics he was a radical democrat and an 
enthusiast in behalf of humanity. 

Asa member of the Constituent assembly 
bo voted against the suspensive veto power 
of the king; resist- 
ed the adoption of 
martial law, the 
disabilities of act 
ors, Jows and ne- 
groes in the colo- 
nies; fayored the 
abolition of capital 
punishment, and 
the enforced eeli- 
bacy of priests His 
theories and prac- 
tices were striking- 
ly knconsistent, 
When he advocated 
an extreme meas- 
wre he invariably explained his position by 
some sophism, as if anxious to appear dif- 
ferent from his real self. He was fond of 
playing the domagogue by appealing to the 
people as their champion, and portraying 
the pretended danger ho incurred by such 
championship. After he bad denounced the 
king and the ministry (June 21, 1791), he 
said: “I am aware that I sharpen against 
myself a thousand daggers. But if at the 
beginning of the Revolution, when [ was 
little known, I offered to sacrifice my life to 
tho oause of truth, now that I feel yecom 
pensed for iny conduct by the approval of 
my follow citizens, I should! esteem almost as 
a benefit a death which would save me from 
Witnessing the calamities to the country that 
are plainly inevitable,” 

In voting for the king's death, ho spoke 
these words in a vory snd tone: “I come to 
this conclusion with oxcoeding sorrow; but

condemnation of the Girondists by declaring 
i¢ & political necessity, adding: ‘There are 
tinres when it is criminal to ve.”

THE G. O. M. INTERVIEWED, 


What He Thinks About the Proposed Irish 
Catholic University. 


Lonpon, Sept, 5.—A reporter had a most 
interesting conversation with Gladstone, 
immediately before his departure for Paris, 
on the proposed Catholic university. Glad- 
stone was in high spirits and very out- 
K eae He feared nothing and ridiculed 
the idea of Balfour's tentative suggestion 
that the endowment of the Catholic univer- 
sity would endanger the Liberal alliance 
with the Homo Rulers. He had read and 
sympetblond with Davitt’s protest against 
the acheme but believed it would die.before 
it was born. Ho recalled the Earl of Car- 
narvon’s suggestion to Mr. Parnell and 
Lord Mayo’s announcement in 1868 that 
Disraeli’s: Government would grant a char- 
ter and endowment to a Catholic univer-. 
sity. He recalled a speech he made in reply 
to Lord Mayo, quoting with « characteristic 
particularity the very pases in Hansard 
where the ges could be fotind in which 
he declared that all such schemes were 
dead before they were born. The demand 
of the Irish bishops for absolute control of 
the univorsity endowed by the imperial 
funds couldn't, he thought, be tolerated for 
a moment by the Englif8h nonconformists, 
who constitute a great bulk of the Liberal 
party. The nonconformists would nover 
agree to that. They would, however, rviso 
no objections to a Home Rule scheme which 
allowed the Irish to endow their own ani- 
versity with their own funds on their own 
responsibi ity. 

Gladstone evidently thinks that Home 
Rule capital can be made out of the Balfour 
suggestion, He is confident that noncon- 
fornist and Protestant prejudice will ren- 
deva Catholic endowment impossible. The 
ministerial recognition of the need for a 
Catholic university will lend another argu 
mort to the case for Home Rule, which is 
an indispensable sine qua non. 

Gladstone considers himself beund hand 
and foot by his declarations against Lo-d 
Mayo, and he urged that Balfour should be 
invited’ to shew his hand and come out into 
th» open. The Irish members, he said, 
had been rather precipitate, but would ul-- 
tim tely prove themselves vory reasonable,

A. B. Aylesworth, counsel for the respon- 
dent, argued contra that there was no evi- 
dence to substantiate the charge that the 
‘ money had been given with any corrupt in- 
j tent. Moreover, he contested the claim that 
! James Has itt was any agent in the matter 
or in any way culpable, and cited various 
, instances from the evidonce, ingeniously put, 
in support of his assertion. Ho also denied 
the assumption that Huslitt could be class- 
ed as an agont of the respondent, as he was 
merely a scratineer on the day of polling. 
Mr, McCarthy, in reply, scouted the {dea 
of his learned‘friend that because Brydges 
had sufficient money to make his visit with- 
out the $5 there was no ground for the as- 
sumption of corrupt practice. There was 
no doubt the money had been given, and 
that it had been given by the brother of the 
man who had offered it. Asto his agency 
Haslitt was an active Reformer, so on this 
occasion he was selected as a scrutineer—an 
all important position for securing the out- 
| side vote. He claimed that tho fact of 
Haslitt having attended committee meet- 
invs. independent of his holding the above 
offices, constituted him an agent. His 
lordship reseryed. judgment on the charge. 
Th» charge which was postponed ap 9

can weigh principles, weigh churchos, weigh 
men, weigh nations, aud weigh worlds, 
“What !'’ you aay, “is it possible that our 
world is to be welghed!" Yes. Why, 
you would think if God put onone side the 
balances suspouded trom tho throno the Alps, 
and the Pyrenees afd the Himalayas, and 
Mount Washington, and ali the cities of the 
earth, they would crush it? No,no, Tho 
time will come when God will sit down on 
the white throno tu seo the world weighed, 
and on one side willbe the worlt!'s oppor- 
tunities, and on the other pide (he world’s 
sins, Down will go the sins and away will 
go the opportunities, and God will say to 
the mosseng ra with the torch : ‘* Burn that 
world! weighed end found wanting |” 

So God will weigh churches. He takes a 
groat church. That great church, according 
to the worldly estimate, mast be weighed, 
Ho puts tt on one side thy balances, and the 
building that coat its hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, He puts them on one sido the 
balance. On the other side of the scale Ho 
puts what tho church ought to be. That is 
on one side. That sitle comes down, and the 
chureb, not being able to st.nd the test, 
rises in tho balances. It does not make any 
difference about your magnificent machinery. 
A charck is built for one thing—to save 
souls, If it saves few souls, when it might 
éaVen multitude of souls, God will spew it 
out of His mouth, Weighed and found 
wanting! So God estimates nations. 

But I must become more individual and 
moro personal in my address. Some people 
say they do not think clergymen ought to be 
personal in their, religious address, but 
ought to deal with subjects in the abstract. 

What would 
you think of » hunter who should go vo the 
Adirondacks to’ shoot deer in the abstract? 
Ah! no, He loads. the gun, he puts the 
butt of itagainst the breast, he runs his 
eye along the barrel, he takes sure ain, 
and then crash go the antlers on the rocks. 
And so, if we want to by hunters for tha 
Lord, we must take sure sim and fire. 

People say there is a day of judgme:t 
coming, and you and I to-day are being 
canvassed, inspected, weighed. Here are 
the balances of thy sanctuary. They are 
lifted, and we must all be wei,hed, 
will come and be weighed first? Hereisa 
moralist who volunteers. Hoe is one of the 
most upright men in the country, Hecomes, 
Well, my brother, gob in—get into the 
balonces now, and be weighed. But hens 
gets into the balances, I say: ‘‘ What is 
that bundle you have along with you?” 
“Oh,” he suys, ‘that is my reputation for 
goodness, and kindness, and charity and 
generosity, and kindliness generally,” ‘'O 
my brother! we cannot weigh that; we 
are going to weigh youtyou. Now, stand 
in the scales—you, the moralist, ‘' Paid 
your debts?” ‘*Yes,” you say, ‘paid my 
debts,” ‘* Have you acted in an upright 
way in the community?’ ‘Yes, yes.” 
‘*Have you been kind tothe poor? Are 
faithful in a thousand relations in life t” 
“Yes.” ‘So far, 8» good. But now, be- 
fore you get out of the scale, I want to oak 
you two or three questions. Haye your 
thoughts always been right?’ ‘* No,” you 
say, ‘‘no.” Putdown one'mark. ‘' Have 
you loved the Lord with all your heart and 
soul, and mind, avd steength?”  ‘' No,” 
you say. Make another mark. ‘* Come, 
now, be frank, and confess that in ten thous- 
and things you huve come short—haye you 
not?” ‘*Yes.’’ Make ten thousand marks: 
Come now, get me a book large enough to 
make the record of that moralist’s deficits, 
My brother, stand in the scales, do not fly 
away from them. I put on your side the 
scales all the good deeds you over did, all 
the kind words you ever attered; but on 
the other side the scales I put this weight 
which God saysI must put there—on the 
other side the scales and opposite to yours 
I put this weight: ‘* By the deeds of tho 
law shall no flesh living be justified.” 
Weighed and found wanting. 

Still the balances are suspended, Are 
there any others who would like to be weigh- 
ed or who will be weighed? Yes; here 
comes a worldling. He gets into the scales, 
I can very easily see what his whole life is 
made up of.

Pants, Sopt, 6.—Paris has never been 
more thoroughly Paris than during tho last 
ew weeks. The olite of every country is 
within its walls, Edison, Gladstone 
Churchill, Owen and all the chicfs of aclence 
are there. It would be hard to onumerate 
the possiblo and impossible questions that 
theso leorned soc etics have come together 
to discuss; they range from the lanc ques: 
tion and hygienica to the establishment of 
the meridian at Jerusalem, and the mem- 
bers of congress manage to get a good deal 
of pleasure out of their visit. To add 
to the attractiveness of Paris we have 
hod the visit of 13,000 provincial mayors 
who were invited totown by the govern- 
ment. The presence of all these strangers 
in Paris led the authorities to make an in- 
formal census on a given night, when it 
was found tiatin hotels and registered 
lodging-houses in the city there were about 
59, 000 foreigners and 174,000 provincials 
slooping in these places. This quarter of a 
million visitors is independent of the ve 
large number of persons staying with 
friends or in the vicinity of the capital. 

Your correspondent pal a visit to the 
Filfel tower a few days ago when the wind 
was blowing a gale.

GHOSTLY FIRE FIENDS 


They Drive a Family Terror-Stricken From 
Their Homes. 


Finpway, 0., Sept. 6,—Six miles north-

t done so in this statute? Again; ‘Some 
of the prohibited acts they (the Judyes) 
thought the Legislature intended to bo done 
at the peril of the person who did them, but 
notall.” 

Rog. v. Bishop, cited in the Queen y. Tol- 
son: *'The defendant in that caso was tried 
efore me for receiving more than two luna- 
tics into her house, believing honestly and on 
reasonable grounds that they were not luna- 
tics. I held that this was immaterial, hav 
ing regard to the scope of the Act and the 
object for which it was apparently passed, 
and the court upheld that ruling.” 

Wills J.—Although prima facie and as a 

eneral rule there must be a mind at fault 

fore there can be a crime, it is not an in- 
flexible rule, and a statute may relate to 
such a subject matter and may be so framed 
as to make an act criminal, whether there has 
been, any intention \o break the law or other- 
wise to do wrong or not. Thoro is a large 
body of municipal law in the present day 
which is so conceived—by-laws regulating 
width of walls, height of buildings, &o , and 
a variety of matters necessary for the gene- 
ral welfare, health or convenience, and these 
Jaws are enforced by sanction of penalties. 
To a charge of infringement of such by laws 
ib would be no answer to show thas the per- 
son charged had bona fide made an accidenc- 
al miscalculation or erroneous measurement. 
The Acts are properly construed as iwpos- 
ing}the penalty when the act is done,no mat- 
ter how innocently, and in such a case the 


substance of the enactment is that a man | 
shall take care that the statutory direction ' 


is obeyed, and that if he fails to do so, he 
does it et his poril.” 
‘‘Again,the nature and extent of the pen- 


| alty attached to the offence may reasonably 


be considered. Thereis nothing that need 
shock any mind in the payment of a small 
pecuniary penalty by a person who has un- 
wittingly done something detrimental to 
the public interest." In Saven Term Re- 
ports Lord Kenyon said: ‘‘It isa principle 
of natural justice and of our law that the 
intention and act must both concur to con- 
stitute crime,and the first limitation of that 
principle is that whenever the law positive- 
ly forbids athing to be done it becomes 
thoreupon, ipsi facto, illegal todo it wil- 
fully or in some cases even ignorantly, and 
tho doing of it will be the subjoct of an in 
dictment without the addition of any cor- 
rupt motive.” 

A vory strong and marked case ia report- 
ed in 15 M. and W,. 404, where it 18 held 
that a dealer in tobacco having in his pos- 
session adulterated tobacco, although en- 
tirely ignorant of the adulteration, was li 
ablo to a ponalty. The foregoing cases 
show, as stated in Broom's Legal Maxims, 
page 212, that ponaltios may be incurred 
undera prohibitery statute without any in- 
tention on the part of the individual of 
fending against the o:4‘us law to infringe 
its provisions, 

Tho statute in question ix a prchibitory 
statate. I am of the opinion that the 
meaning of the act is to constitute the 
sonding of adulterated milk to the factory to 
be manufactured, a crime whether the de 
fendant had any knowledge that the milk 
so sont was adulterated. 1 regrot that I 
am obliged to 50 construe tho statute. 


I am of the opinion that tho tests por- 
formed with tho lactometer wore carefully 
made by a competent person. ‘Tests with 
the lactometer aro made by tho statute suf- 
ficiont, provided they aro made by a oom- 
petent person. Personally I do not regard 
ao teat by # lactomoter as a vory satisfactory 
teat. The person making the tests in this 
caso was, I think, sufliciontly experienced 
in the uso of the lactomoter to make tho 
teste, which were made in the prosonce of 
directors, and some of them under the ob- 
servation of defendant,

SOME FEATURES OF SAN FRANCIS- 
CO'S GAMBLING DENS, 


A Olty That Throws $5,000,000 a Yoar to 
the Lottery Vultares—Pollce Doep in the 
Dish. =o 


San Francisco ls a city of gamblers. 
As in the flush days of mining specula- 
tion everybody trom bootblack to wmil- 
lionasire gambled in stocks, so now 
everybody, young and old, rich and 
poor, without regard to sex or condi- 
tion, takes a monthly fly at the lottery 
wheel. To thousands of people in 
limited circumstances, people on salar- 
ies, sinall shop-keepers and their clerks, 
printers, reporters, wags earners in all 
avonues of employment, school teachers 
and public officials of all grades, includ- 
ing the police, the regular monthly turn 
of the big New Omenns wheel is an oc- 
ension of more importance and deeper 
interest than any other event of the 
month. Days before the drawing is had 
the city’s pulse begins to quicken, and 
as the red letter diy approaches little 
else is thought of but the flual rush for 
tickets, There are six general agencies 
for the sale of these, besides a score of 
sub-agencies in various parts of the city, 
The tickets sold at these places are gen- 
uine. Besides these there are scores of 
strect hawkers, who sell’ both the big 
aod little Louisiana tickets, but the 
former are very largely counterfeit.

Particulars of the c urtship are now leak- 
ing out. How it was kept asecret so long 
is u perfect mystery. The two had been 
friends for years, but mecting in Ottawa 
under pecalisr circumstances tended to 
arouse a deeper fo¢ling than friendabip. Mr. 
Foster is aself-made man. His New Bruns- 
wick friends take pride in recalling his bare- 
footed days, whon he drove cows home from | 
pasture. The son of poor parents, he decid- 
ed early in life to see something of the world. 
After patient years of waiting ho obtained a 
college education, and later on he took a 
course in metaphysics and political science 
at the University at Heidelberg. On re- 
turning to his Canadian home he accepted a 
professorship in one of the New Brunswick 
c lleges. There he remained for several 
years before taking the platform in the 
United States as atemperance lecturor. As 
alecturer his success was immediate. He 
filled:his own exchequer and carried dismay 
into the ranks of the liquor dealers. 

About this time Sir John Macdonald was 
seeking for new blood to infuse into the 
Dominion Cabinet. The Prohibition party 
in’ Canada sought representation at tho 
Round table, and Sir John, taking the ad- 
yice of Sir Leonard Tilley, then Minister of 
Finance, turned toward Mr. Feater, who ero 
long became a great temperance leader, and 
in due course got into Parliament. Ho in- 
flicted & great many Prohibition speeches, 
and in 1885 obtained seat in the Cabinet.

salos of 6,000 bbls, of choice winter varie 

ties at $1.75 picked, and competition be- 
tween Chicago and Montreal buyers has 
ran prices up in one section to $2.00 - per 
bbl, for the fruit, On the other hand, 
Montreal buyers who have just returned 
from a trip through the principal apple 
growing sections of Canada, say that there 
will be a good many apples around the 
head of Lake Ontario, from Bronte ty 
Nisgara, but the quality will be rather 
poor, the fruit being small in a number 
of orchards, A Oolborne buyer pur 

chased 5,000 bbls. in 
County at $1.26 to $1.60 for the fruit 
picked. We are in receipt of a letter froma 
prominent apple dealer in Halifax, stating 
that he believes the apple crop of Nova Sco 

tia is not as bad as has been repreaentes, 
although of course he admits it will be mucb 
leas than that of 1888. The prevailing opin 

ion amongst the trade here is that there is 
no nved of any apprehension of ap inaufti- 
ciency of supplies, and that any undue in 

flation in values will resuit in losses to ship- 
pers and dealers. ; 

Siuce the above was written wo have re- 
ceived the following important information 
from a reliable correspondent in Strathroy ; 
* Thave just closed contracts at $2.26 f.o.b, 
hore, and refused offers of $2 f.0,b, here for 
1000 bbls. mixed varicties. Wholesale men 
will find the crop shorterthan they anticipa’- 
ed. I have 3,000 bbls. in this seotion, ard 
other buyers all put together will not have 
above 3,000 bbls. making 7,000 bbls. whilay 
two years ago the same section turned out 
some 50,000 or 60,000 bbls.

Chief-Justice Fuller is one of the most 
democratic men on earth. He is holding 
court in Chicago just at present and when 
not ‘tin chambers” ainuses himself by riding 
around on the grip-ears looking at the sights 
and noting the changes in the great city of 
which he was so long an honored resident. 
I met him yesterday on a north-side car, 


upon which he was enjoyinga ride with all 


the gusto of a young boy. He spoke of his 
happiness at being in Chicago, saying that 
this city would always be home to him. He 
regretted very much that in the appoint- 
ment of judicial circuits among the embers 
of the Supreme Bench that he could not se- 
curethe circuit in which Chicago is located. 
He surprised me by saying that the Chief- 
Justice had to do circuit duty just the 
same as any of the Associate Justices. Tho 
circuit belongs to Justice Harlan, who has 
had it for over ten years. Mr. Justice Har- 
lan is so attached to it that he would not give 
it up for anything. So Chief-Justice Fuller 
has to be contented with the old, historic cir- 
cuit embracing Virginia and the Carolinas, 
upon which Chief-Justices Marshall and 
Taney sat for sixty-six years. ‘‘But I will 
manage to get to Chicago every year, any- 
way,” said Chief-Justice Fuller, ‘‘and am 
going tore-establish my family here in our 
old home. Washington is a pleasant placo, 
but it is so full of official life that the domes- 
ticity ofthe homeisdestroyed. That is why 
wo will live in Chicago in the future.”—

There is no relation more beautiful than 
that which may exist betweon mother and 
daughter The mother can ¢ ompletely con 
trol the tastes of the child, if she first proves 


worthy of her trnet aad 


confidence ; and 


there is no one to whom « child would rathor 


confide her secrets than to such a mother 

By no moans shvuld the confidence be all on 
one side. The mother, too, should have her 
secrets which she can intrust to the youthfal 


eur. 
Meko your daughter feel that she 
the 


is noces- 
sary to comfort and happiness of the 
family and tell her how groatly she is missed 
when absent. Askher advice, sometimes, 
and follow it as far as possible ; it will make 
her very happy to know that, at last, sho is 
getting old enough to be a real help to 
mother. She will begin to cultivate her 
tastes, taking you asa model, so that sho 
may the more readily offer suggestions in the 
future. Unconsciously sho will adopt your 
ideal as her own, and when that point is 
reached, there is no knowing to what extent 
sho will over after trust your advice. 

I know a family where the daughter is now 
& young woman of excellent judgement. She 
has always been the confidante aud “chum” 
ofher mother who is her dearest and most 
intimate friend. In the same family the 
boys also feel that nearness and love toward 
mother. 

Itis well to givé w daughter something 
which she may call her own, and that will 
bring in spending money, as well as to give 
it to the son. She should be made to feel that 
she in notdependent, but that her sbaro in 
the work entitles her to a share in the 
profits, 

A family I have in mind raises a great 
namber of chickens every year. Ono year 
the mother tends to them and has the pro- 
ceeds. Next year the daughter has them 
and so on, each person doing whatever he 
pleases with the earnings. But let me 
say here, it always goes for a ‘family 
present,” —something to gladden each mem- 
ber of the household. 

I know instances where the daughter 
would be far better off had the mother no 
influence whatever over her. Shame, that 
such a state of affafra should exist ! The 
mother seems as greatly pleased over the 
daughter's success in catching fortnightly 


beaux, as other methers feel whon their 


daughters receive prizes for eflicient work in 
school. They proudly exhibit the packet 
of love letters the daughter as received in 


one weck—not from one, but frem half a 


dozen young men! 

How careful we shouid be astothe com- 
pany our daughters keep! Look out upon 
the street of any town, from about sundown 


till nine o'clock, often later, and what do 


we seo? Young girls, dressed in their 


best, walking two and two, or in groups, up 
one street and down another, or standing 
chatting with some youth upon o atreet

1f sho does not go to 
you, she gathers a little inforination from ono 
young friend a little more from another, and 
yory likely none of it correct, and much of 
it harmful; but it helps to form that charnc- 
ter, which, at that age, grows more stable 
and life-lasting.

New York, Sept. 10,—The storm now 
prevailing has worked considerable damage 
on North and East River fronts, Some of 
the piers are entirely covered by the tire, 
aud some that are usually twelve feet above 
high water mark have their decks licked 'y 
the angry waves.

He was 
not, like so mauy of his associates, an enthu 
siast and idealst’ He caused the arraign- 
ment of Carrier, of whose cruelties at Nantes 
wo bave spoken ina previous articlé, of Le 
Bon and Fouquier-Tinvillo, and thoy were 
guillotined 

Le Bon, a native of Arras, was originally 
& priest and professor of rhetoric at Beaune, 
A democrat by conviction, he wolcomed the 
Revolution, soon became a constitutional cu 
rate, ond was ono of the first of his order to 
marry. This act was regarded asa proof 
of patriotism, and of attachment to the prin 
ciples of the new era. He was chosen to 
the legislative assembly; made a member of 
the committee of public safety, and was sent 
on various important missions into seditious 
districts nnd those invaded hy foreign foes. 
He boro himself with marked credit und dis- 
played unusual courage, 

His memory has been bitterly assailed, es- 
pecially by the church; but many of the sto- 
ries told to bis disparagoment have been dis- 
proved. Armand Guffroy, a fellow towns- 
man and, like him, a mountaineer (mon- 
tagnard), and a member of the Jacobins, was 
his unrelenting foo, hunting bim to death. 
Gulfroy, who appears to have been as treach- 
erous as he was unscrupulous and crue}, had 
no visible motive for his persecution beyond 
his general malignity. Le Bon, who was ex- 
ecuted at 30, had the reputation of an exem- 
plary husband, a tender father, a steadfast 
friend 

Fouquier-Tinville has been portrayed in a 
worse light than oven Marat or Robespierre, 
and there is reason to think that much of his 
reported infamy is merited, But, as usually 
happens, he bas been blamed for things of 


which bo was not guilty, and it is always 
comforting to know that humanity la never 
totally depraved. Having acted throughout

places are made in the pelt The skins are 
next washed in water and placed upon the 
beam with the fur up, after which tho groase 


and water is removed by suraping with a 
knife. Thoy are then stretched on frames 
and dried in a moderite heat, alter which 
they are again plunged into water and 
thoroughly cleansed with soap. ‘The cloans- 
ing’ process completed, the skin passes to 
the ‘picker,’ who dries the fur by stove heat 
the polt being kept moist. When the fur is 
dry ho places tie skin on a beam and while 
itis warm, ronioves the main coat of bair 
with » dull shoe knife, grasping the hair 
betweon his thum) and his knife, the thamb 
being protected by a rabber cob. The hair 
must be pulled out, not broken. This pro- 
ceas is continued until every coarse or outer 
hair, long or short, is worked out from the 
pelt, Tho skins are then dried again and 
shaved on the pelt sile to a fine, even sur- 
face. They are noxt stcetohed and softened 
either by a fulling mii or by a» workman 
who throwa them into an open hogsbead and 
dances upon them barefoot until they are 
broken into leather. 

They are now ready for dyeing, which is 
done by applying the liquid dye, mado ac- 
cording to the different formylas nsed by 
the various firms and put on with a brash 
carefully covering the points of the standing 
fur. After lying folded with the points 
touching each other for some little time, 
the skinsare hung upanddricl. The dry 
dye is then removed and so on until the ree 
quired shade is obtained.

IN MEMORY OF ROSCOE CONKLING, 
A Plain Substantial Monument to Mark 
His Burial Pince, 

A monument has been erected in the 
Forest Hill cemetery in this city to the 
memory of Roscoe Conkling, says a 
Utica correspondent of the New York 
Sun, It stands in the Conkling family 
plot, a few yards north of the monument 
of Horatio Seymour. The monument 
has two unpolished bases, a polished die 
with four graceful columns, anda mas- 
sive pyramidal cap, cut in the rough. 
On the front die is the inscription: 
“Roscoe Conkling. Born Oct. 80, 1829. 
Died April 16, 1888." On the reverse 
sideis the name, “‘Roseoe Conkling.” 
The base is 8 fect 1 inch in length, 5 feet 
linch in width, and 1 foot 4 inches 
high. The second base is 6 fevt 11 inches 
long, 4 feet 11 inches wide, and 1 foot 6 
inches high.

The Whig sees in the Ottaws Citizen's 
opinion that the Schoo!

« The News is right. No shooting should 
be allowed before the 1st of September, 
and the Legislature ought-to provide forthe 
enforcement of the game law. Township 
and county councils will not, as a rule, ap- 
point inspectors even without salary, at the 
request of clubs and associations which pro- 
pose to enforce the law. This, too, in face 
of the knowledge possessed by many of the 
members of such corporations that the law 
{s, in most districts, virtually a dead let- 
ter. 

An this district the law has been fairly 
enforced, despite the apathy of the rural 
councils and the county councils, by an as- 
sociation which has ite headquarters in 
Bolloville ; but if the Ontario Logislature 
and the municipalitios would co operate by 
requiring their officers to prosecute parties 
who break the law, the evil might be rem 
edied and a large amount of healthful food 
secured to the people. 

As it is, door are killed at all seasons— 
much of the time for the hair on their skins 
—and the number limit imposed by the law 
fs laughed at. One family in North Hast. 
fags, for vxample, are credited with having 
killed over one hundred deor last year, in 
and out of season. Such butchery ought to 
be stopped, and the Legislature ought to be 
atrongly urged at the noxt session to do 
their duty.

part of the controct has been aublet ; he 
conducts it all himself, and so careful were 
his calculations thatho will cleara handsomo 
prolit from the transaction. He began work 
elghteen months ago and will camplote the 
job in 1891, orin about four and a hal 
yoars, Tho total cost will come 
£10,000,000 — $50,000,000 He employs 
an army of 12,000 workman, and dredging 
and other machinery that will save the 
labor of ton times as many men, The men 
work ten hours a day, beginning at 6 a, m 
and ending at 6.30 p.m.,with intermissions 
for breakfast and dinner, | was informed 
by tho overseer of the ninth section (whose 
department wo were visiting) that no 
workman had been discharged since opera 
tions began, Tho wages are from 4d. to 6d, 
per hour, The contractor has built at in 
tervals of five miles along the route of the 
canal cottages, chapels and gymnasiums for 
the use of the workmen, and I believe 
schools for their childron, all free. 
has never been dono before, and tho resulta 
have been very gratifying. We visited ono 


wood, porfeotly simple but entirelyadequate 
The men themeelves, so far as we saw any- 
thing of them (Saturday was a holiday), 
wore fine, healthy, quiet fellows, not per 
haps so intelligent as the corresponding 
class would bein Amorica, but undoubtedly 
well up to their work. In fact, English 
operatives are as a rule, ab least a8 expert 
as ours, because they have been at work all 
their lives, and not only that, but their 
fathers and grandfathers before them. 
Their skill is, so to speak, congenital, The 
operations are being pushed forward all 
along the route of the canal, from Liver 

ool through the valley of the Mersey. Tho 
ines are as straight as practicable, the 
river winding along besideit.. The entrance 
is at Eartham, a place on the Oheshire 
bank of the Mersey, a few miles above 
Birkenhead, which is opposite Liverpool. 
Tho cut has a uniform depth of 30 ft., with 
a breadth of 120 feet (as against 72 ft. in tho 
Suez), and the water is 26 feet deep. It is 
lined throughout with solid concrete, the 
walls sloping slightly outward, and is faced 
at the top with huge blocks of Cornish gran 
ite riveted together. Thwre are four locks 
in the total length of 35 miles, each giving 
a lift of 15 feet. The largest steamships 
afloat can come up this canal direct from the 
ocean, and unload their cargoes in the vast 
basins that are building here, and in a few 
years the singular spectacto will be present 
nd of those leviathans of the Atlantic steam 
ing slowly through the verdant English val 
leys.

Manufacturing Activity nnd Reivers 
KMullding—Unprecedented Crops, 

Battimorne, Sep. 12. — The Manu 
facturers’ Record publishes _ letters 
from leading bankers throughout the 
south as to the outlook for 
business, Thay all report heavy crops 
with farmors less indebt than at any time 
since the war, money unusually abundant for 
the 4c,son and the best prospects over knewn 
for industrial activity. The increase in the 
value of southern crops this year over 1888 
will be upward of $125,000,000, though last 
your's was the largest on record 
up to that time. Special reports from 
state officials show the assessed value of pro- 
perty ia the south will be $175,000,000 
greater than last year.’ Tho largest increase 
is in Texas, $40,000,000; Georgia comes 
next with $25,000,000. 

The Record says that in 3 1-2 years it has 


reported the organization in the south 
of upward of 11,000 new industrial 
establishments, coveri'g every line of 


manufacturing from: making pins to build- 
ing locomotives, and the building of over 
8000 miles of railroad. The railroad milo- 
ago of the south has been in- 
creased by the addition of over 20,000 
miles since 1879. Since that year over 
$500,000,000 have been spent in building new 
roads and improving old ones,

Momorials Mead Touching the Jesulte’ 
Estates Act—Proposed Union. 

Mowrntar, Sept. 12.—The Provincial 
Synod resumed its sitting to-day but nearly 
the whole morning was takon up with a dia- 
cussion on procedure and in the reading of 
the minutes.

legislative bodies of the Dominion. A simi- 
lar memorial was read from Montreal ; also 
one from Rev, Dr, J. D, Borthwick asking 
that a special service for use in prisons be 
authorized. A memorial from the diocese 
of Niagara asking the synod to take » 
to dofine the relations of the Provincial Sy- 
nod to diocesan synods and to appoint « 
committee to consider the union of the dio- 
ceses of British North America was read, 
A memorial from the diocese of Toronto 
asking that a uniform system of lessons be 
recommended for use in Sunday schools was 
also received. 

A memorial from the synod of Toronto 
asking that action be taken on their memor- 
inl as to the uso of the revised version of 
the Holy Scriptures was also received. 

A lengthy report was read from the ¢om- 
mittee as to the incorporation of the Pro- 
vincial Synod so as to enable it to legislate 
for the Canadian church and bring about a 
uniformity in discipline, The committee 
reported that no advantage could be gained 
by incorporation, the present church tem- 
poralities act giving the synod all the powor 
it needed.

The Boulanger Conspiracy, : 


Panis, Sept. 13.—The extent of tho peril 
which Boulangism has imposed on France 
can now be measured. ny people re- 
fused to believe up to the last moment that 
there was any threatening enterprise behind 
the caprice of popularity exploited by Gen, 
Boulanger and the men pag under his 
political banner. People persisted in look- 
ing upon him simply as 4 vain man sery- 
ing s the puppet of powerless politicians. 
To open theireyes it needed his election as 
Deputy of Paris in the month of January 
last. But even that did not suflice 
to dispel completely all incredulity 
touching this audacious adventurer, Even 
his Gight to Brussels was hardly con- 
sidered as an indication of guilt The 
trial before the senate, however, bas shed 
considorabls Nght upon the matter. There 
is no longer room for doubt in regard to the 
conspiracy which came so near throwing 
Frauce into a state of revolution. ; 

The cold facts rev aled in the trial went 
far beyond the worst suspicions. In spite 
of the affected cries of indignation and of- 
fended virtue that the Boulangists uttered, 
his character, his acts and his ambitious 
dreams remain established beyond all 
question, There isno chance for denial, 
Tue man who posed as the savior of France, 
who proclaimed himself a8 alone able to 
regerierate her, who pretended to porsonify’ 
honor and honesty, has never been any- 
thing but an impatient and needy viveur, 
an undisciplined officer, pursuing rank and 
fortune at all hazard, constantly mixed up 
in schemes of a more than doubtful charac- 
ter, and with about as much scruple in his 
conduct as in the choice of his acquaintancos, 

It is also positively shown that this par 
venue of intrigue had conceived the project 
and the hope of substituting himself for the 
president of the republic and of bringing 
about a dictatorship for his own advant- 
age. To cut out a passage for him- 
self he stopped at nothing, not even 
an act of prevarication while using the 
funds of the war ministry to dofray 
the expenses of his political propaganda. 
Solely occupied with recruiting auxiliaries 
toaid bint in the work of upsetting the 
government, which he was moditating, he 
tried to disorganize tho administration 
and to throw discord into thearmy. He 
even went so far +a to attempt riots. 

But Boulanger has had his downfall, 
and his conspiracy has been well adyer- 
tised. It ‘has been established in his 
trial that he tried to overthrow the 
Government by foul means ond tho future 
is brightor in consoquence. Tho legislative 
returna are announced for Sept. 20. In one 
way or another the result that they will 
givo in the composition of the future cham- 
ber of deputies will exercise a considerable 
influence on the future of France.

ACCUSED OF MURDER. 
Rey, M.G_P. Nickens of St. Paul, Ark, In 
dicted for Killing Rey, Jaird Carnute, 


Lirrte Rock, Sept. 14.—Advices from 
Huntaville say that the Madison County 
Grani Jury has indicted Rey. M.G. P, 

Nicke » for murder in the first degree. 
Nickens isin jail at that town and will be 
tried at the next term of the Circuit Court, 
which convenesin February, 1890. 

Vhe crime with which Nickens is charged 
is the most remarkable in the criminal 
annals of the State, or indeed of the South- 
west, His victim wass B«ptist preacher 
named Juird Carnutt, aged about sixty. 
Caroutt lived for many years in Crawford 
county, where he was well known. He had 
enomies, but his reputation was good. He 
was eccentric, and many stories are related 
of this trait id his character. Asa minister 
he wis recognized more for zeal and piety 
than forlearning or ability. He was nota 
member of the orthodox Baptist denomin.- 
ation, but while accepting and advocatin 
the main doetrines of that faith, inclined 
to accept the Bible as a guide independent 
of church crced. 

Mr. Carnutt peddled dry goods through 
the mountains of Northwestern’ Arkansas, 
occasions ly exhorting all with whom he 
came in contact. Hemade an impression 
as being upright and sincere. About a 
year ago he moved from his old home, set- 
ling near St. Paul, Madison county, this 
State. He owned.a small piece of land, 
the cultivation of which, together with tha 
sales made on peddling oxcursions, yielded 
him an income sufficient for his frugal 
wants. 

Mr, Carnutt lived only a little distance 
from Rev. M. G. P, Nickens, At first, 
it appears, the relations between the minis- 
ters were very cordial, but this sentiment 
did not endure. Cursutt told throughout 
the neighborhood that Nickens had crimin- 
ally ussanited his own daughter, and Nick- 
ens had Carnutt arrested for slander, The 
trial, which set the community agog, re- 
sulted in the acquittal of Carnutt, and the 
ill feeling between tho nién increased. 

Seme time’ Inter; Carnutt, woile riding 
slong the highway, was fired’on bys party 
hid in the voderbrush and narrowly escaped 
death; Suspicion pointed to Nickens as the 
would-be assassin, but he was not arr sted. 

The sensation produced by the attempted 
assassination had scarcely died away when 
the community was startled by the an- 
houncement of the murder of Carnutt: Hin 
dead hody was found on the roadside half a 
mile from Nickens’ house on the evening of 
August 13. The evidence showed that he 


‘was driving a wagon, .n the running gear 


of which lie Was riding, when the murderer 
crept up and dealt him a blow on tho head, 
knocking him from the yebicloto the ground, 
The murder was then completed, the head 
of Carnutt being nearly severed trom the 
body With an axe or hatchet and the skull 
broken in several places. 

There was no attompt at robbery, a sum 
of money being found on the dead man and 
his pockets being undisturbed, showing that 
revenge was the motive for the crime. The 
ingqnest developed enough evidence to 
cause the arrost of Nickens on suspicion, 
but before it was effected he escaped from 
the officers, A posse pursued and captured 


him in Franklin County, nearly 100 milss , 


from the scene of the murder. \When tho 
officers cainé insight he jumped froty his 
horse and plunged into the underbrush, 
where ho was quickly surrounded. 

Several shots were fired, but without 
wounding the fugitive, who soon announced 
his willingness'¥ surrender, Since then he 
has been an inmate of the Huntsville Jail. 

Feeling against Nickens is strong, but tho 
people are law-abiding nnd he will havea 
foir trial. ‘ihe mont damaging ecvidence 
against him isa blooly hatchet found on bis 
premisos, with which weapon it is belived 
the murder was comrsitted,

would sell at, such ridiculous values arc 
asked that trading is always out of the 
question, These withered relics of the bye 
gone past whoso commercial value hasvan 
ished, are still treasured by their holders in 
anticipation of the return of that cycle in 
which hopa sold at $1.26 to $1.50 per Ib 
We have been furnished an instance in 
whicha farmer in the Eastern Township: 
still holds 7 bales for which he was offere! 
$1.15 per lb, This figure would have 
given him $207 per bale or $1449 for the 
7 bales, but no, he must have $1.50 per IF.

EDISON STUMBLED ON IT. 


Mow the Wizzard of Mento Park Invented 
the Phonogenph 

“T have never #eon in print a trae ac 
count of how Thomas A, Faison first con- 
ceived cho idea of the phonograph,” remark- 
ed an electrician who was at one time in the 
“* Wirzard's”’ employ toa World reporter

Many years ago, when [Edison was still at 
Monlo Park and working night and day for 
famo, he devoted months to perfocting the 
telophone, and undoubtedly did moro than 
any othor inventor to make it practical by 
introducing the carbon plate into the trans- 
mitter. While experimenting on din- 
phragms for the telephone. Edison hed 
constructed a number of small shoepskin 
drambeads, to test their value as diaphnagms 
as compared with metal and other sub- 
stances, 

“To some of theae shoopskin diaphragms 
he had attached a amall metal neod\e, which 
was intended to project towards the magnet 
and assist in conveying the vibrations 
caused by the human voice. The sheepskin 
diaphragms did not fulfil Edison's expecta- 
tions and he discarded them and, as usnal 
with appliances he decides to be useless, 
they were thrown aside to be romoved with 
other rubbish. 

*' His assistants #oon discovered that by 
holding the sheepskin diaphagms in front of 
theirmonuth and emittinga guttural sound 
between the lips a peculiar noise approach. 
ing music could be produced. It was semo- 
thing similar to the’alleged music prodaced 
by coverings comb with thin paper and 
hamming a tunoonit. In passing ong of 


‘the wen engaged in playing on « diaphragm 


one day, Edison playfully attempted to 
stopthe noise by touching the projecting 
metal pin with his finger, and no sooner had 
hedone so than he gayo one of his peculiar 
starts. “Eh! © Waat’s that?!’ said he, 
whieh so astonished the performer that he 
dropped the diapbragm. ‘Do that again,’ 
said tho ‘Wisard,’ and it was repeated, and 
again his fageo touched the pia to his ovi- 
dent delight. Ho went about fér sore time 
asking one after amothor of his assistants to 
hum orsing against the diaphragm, and 
finally he got them to talking against it, 
he ‘all the time touching the pin lightly 
with his finger. 

“*T have it,” said he, finally, and he 
retired to his don and commenced drawing 
diagrams for new machinery, which his as- 
sistants speedily made, and a few days 
later the first phonograph was put together. 
It was a crude affair, the pin making an 
impression on wax and it talked imperfectly 
butit did well onough to show Edison that 
he was bn the right track, and he rapidly 
improved it until now itis very nearly por- 
fection. A hundred men might have felt 
tke vibration of that pin attached to the 
piece of sheepskin, but it took un Edison to 
instantly realize thatthe vibrations might 
be made to indent a soft substance and be 
susceptible of reproducing the exact sounds 
of the human voice that cansed the different 
vibrations. The phonograph was regarded 
asa toy aot first, butit sold for a million 
dollars recently,”

THE CONDITION OF IRELAND. 


Mr, Balfour's recent statement that a 
great improvement had lately taken place 
in the condition of Ireland is fully borne 
out by the most recent official returns. 

The Peeps Genel in his last report 
states that the amount on deposit in the 
joint-stock, the trustee savings and the 
‘Post-office savings banks on the 80th June 
1889, was £36,605,000, which ia the largest 
known. It is an increase as compared 
with last year of nearly £1,200,000, while 
in comparison with 1887, the increase 
amounts to nearly 24 millions. The present 
total does not greatly exceed that of 1876, 
when the deposits in the joint-stock banks 
reached their maximum, £82,818,000, and 
the combined deposits in all classes of banks 
aggregated £36,200,000, It must be borne 
fn mind, however, that the population of 
Ireland has diminished, and the banking 
deposits now average £7 12s per head, 
agsinst £6 17s in 1876. Tho deposits in 
the joint stock banks reached low water 
mark in 1881, when they were placed at 
£28,289,000. The next two years showed 
a considerable gain, but the improvement 
was not sustained, and there was again a 
falling off for some years. Up to 1887 
there was little change for the better, but 
the past two years have witnessed a re- 
newed and rapid expansion. The Trustee 
savings banks have been losing rather than 
gaining ground. 

The business of the post-office savings 
banks, on the other hand, has been con- 
stantly expanding, the amount at credit of 
depositors, being twice as large as in 1881, 
and nearly five times as great as jin 1871. 
It may be noted that in Munster, the in- 
crease has been proportionately greater in 
the six years than anywhere elas. When 
it in seen that even in the poorest districts, 
savings had been steadily accumulating, it 
is clear that the condition of the people has 

. been undergoing a change for the better. 
The chief reasons are, no doubt, a fair har- 
vest last year and better prices for a num- 
ber of Irish products. 

A summary of the railway traflic for the 
first half of this, and the three previous 
years, reveals an increase this year of £70,- 
803, thesame number of miles of railway 
being open, viz, 2,672. The average re 
ceipts por mile were £524, as against £497 
in 1888, when there was a decrease in re- 
coipts compared with the preceding year of 
£11,607. in 1887 there were 2,630 miles 
open end in 1886, 2,617, andthe receipts 
per mile were £509 and £495 respectively. 
No one will deny that Ireland isa fine, as 
well as a beautiful country, and it isto be 
hoped that a new ora of prosperity is dawn- 
ing, which will nob be temporary, but 
lasting and permanent.

A Self-Winding Clock, 

The New Haven Clock Company, after a 
year or two of experimont, havo at last per- 
foctod a ple ce of mechanism which, if itdoes 
not realize the desire for, porpetual motion, 
seoms at least to be a stepin that direction. 
They are now manufacturing and about to 
put on the market a solf-winding clock. 

The motive power is furnished,by olectri- 
city generated by two Leclanghe cells, which 
do the work effectually, fon from twelve to 
eighteen months without renewal, The me- 
chanism is simple in the extreme. Much of 
the ordinary clock is omitted, and little re 
mains save the escapement Wheel. The 
clock is woundevery hour by a current from 
tho two cellsof the battery working through 
a pair of magnets. The main wheel, which 
revolyes once an hour, connects the current 
at every revolution. 

When the contact is first made and the 
current passes through the magnets the 
armature is pulled down to. the magnet

An interesting decision has been given by 
Judge Rockefeller, in which he holds that 
those persons who haye complied with the 
act of March 20th, 1812, ead Mile a descrip 
tion of the lumber lodged on their land, or 
recovered by them from the water, with the 
nearest justice of the peace and advertised 
the samie, are entitled to salyage at the rate 
of 50 cents por 1,000 feot, board measure, 
which the judge eatimates at about 7 cents 
per log, 

Tt seoms, however, that thers are only 
seven Or eight of these forcesightod persons, 
As to them, it is ordered that a settlement 
must be made on. the terme cited, the dif- 
ferent partics in interest to aclect their own 
property ont of the accumulation of logs, 
Tritewood and miscellaneous debris as best 
they can. All the other defendants are en- 
joined from preventing the Exchange or ita 
agents and employees from taking away the 
property of the limbermen withdut making 
any compensation; 

This seems bari on,men’ who have had 
their own property ruined in many cases by 
unintentionally detaining, the property of 
other people and who have only come short 
in the one: respect of failure to coniply with 
a law which they most likely knéw nothing 
about ; but the judge recommends a volun- 
tary roward for thom, which the Lumber- 
men’s Exchange promisea to pay, and, be- 
sides, there is the matter of damayes still to 
be settled, so that ‘they will stil get some- 
thing out of the wreck, 

It isto be hoped the Legislature, at its 
next session, will make a new and compre- 
hensive law to cover this subject and repeal

A Painted Dinmond, 

There is one pawnbroker in Washington 
who has lost all faith in human honesty.

A small piece 
of indelible peneil is dissolved in a teacup- 
ful of water, The yellow ‘didmond is then 
painted with’a fine camel’s-hair brush dipped 
in the preparation, and the stone is allowed 
to dry. The int will wear off in time, 
but nothing Si it quickly but alco- 
hol. No reputable dealer will have any- 
thing to do with such’ stones, but we have 
to keep a pretty sharp look-out for just such 
tricks as that one Iexposed a few moments 
ago.”

His present enviable condition is due 
to the excellent showing he made in the 
Custer massacre. His master at that time 
was Captaf Keogh, one of Custer’s offi- 
cers, and he had carried him through 
many 4 desperate brush with the Indians. 
At the battle of Little Big Horn, the one 
in which Custer and his command was 
surrounded and killed, Keogh was shot 
carly in the fight and fell from Com- 
ancho's saddle. It was impossible for 
any of the soldiers or even their horses 
to get through the surrounding ring of 
snyages. ‘When the latter withdrew 
they supposed that horses and men were 
all dead, This was true of all but Com- 
anche. 

He was wounded by many bullets and 
bleeding profusely, but he managed to 
reach a brook, and here ho was found 
by Major Reno's men some time later. 
He was standing in the water, looking 
mournfully over the battleground. His 
legs were swollen to three times their 
normal size, and his sufferings were so 
intense that orders were given to shoot 
him andend his misery. The orders 
were rescinded, however, and every ef- 
fort was made to save him. He was 
treated with the utmost kindvess, and 
slowly his wounds healed. He was the 
only survivor of the terrible fight. After 
his return to Dakota, Colonel Sturgis, of 
the Seventh U. 8. Cavalry, issued this 
order:

MARBLE PALACE, 


An Unpretentions Monarch Who laa Pop- 
ular King—The Queen aad Royal Vam- 
My.

In nreeent letter to 
Leaker Frank G, 
keriboa a visit to 
Athens: 

I mounted the marble steps and found 
a drum-majer in skirta ready to receive 
me atthe door, I passed through a 
erent veatibule in which liverled ser- 
vante stood, and was taken ito a recep- 
tlon-room which was then oceupied by 
two German barons, n statue of Apollo 
anil by the aide-de-camp of the King. 
Tite Inet gentleman shook me cordially 
by the hand and told me that His Majes- 
ty would receive meina few moments, 
In the mean time | watched the young 
barenl, Thoy wero in the fall dress of 
the army offceus of Germany. They 
wore high caps with tassels upon them. 
Their olive; green coda covered with 
veil lace and each leaned as ‘he stood 
upon a silver-handled sword ia a ‘silver 
reslbard.’ “Bueic presentation oceurred 
before mince, and I cannot déscribe the 
twositog of (he mustaehes, the stratting 
hod the emiting that they performed as 
thoy bowed themselves back, into the 
ros, At thie moment phe nlde-de- 
comp took.mein charge and J followed 
him through one room after. another 
uulil we reached en office-like study.

He has seen the 
raifroel nnd the telegraph cover the 
busiest purte of his country, and has 
watched the Greek flag spread out so 


that it noW eovers n great part of the 
shipping of the Mediterrunean Sea. He 
has seen his people grow in wealth, and 
has ceen Greek credit so raised that his 
natienal bonds stand well in the stoek

markets of the world. 

King Geerge is one of the finest look- 
ing monarchs of Eurepe, He is about 
5S feet 0 inches in height, is straight, 
well formed and slender, and his blond 
head is well set on a pair of broad 
shoulders. He has o high forehead, 
bright, open, honest eyes and a long 
blond mustaehe shows out over a well- 
cat mouth. He is forty-four years old, 
but he Jooks ten years younger. Tho 
Greeks pride themselves upon being the 
most demoeratie people iu Burope, and 
there is no mere democratic ruler than 
their King. 

He extended his hand to me with 
eordiality and he put me thoroughly at 
my cise. Fis first question showed me 
that he keeps himself well posted on 
American poNtics and American matters, 
He asked me if I had attended the Wash- 
ington Centennial eclebration at New 
York, ang expressed some surprise that 
an American could miss such ao stirring 
eccasion. He referred to the American 
school which is now im existence in 
Athens and eomplimented {t highly. He 
told me that nothing had as yet been de- 
cided as to the excavations at Delphi, 
aud said that Minister Fearn was very 
anxious that they be made by Ameri- 
eans. Upon my referring to Mycenae 
bnd the wonderful excavations of Dr, 
Schliemann, he replied that there was 
still much room for excavation at that 
point, and told me that it was imposai- 
ble to appreeinte the ruins that are still 
buried threngheut Greece, I spoke of 
fhe new raflroade and of the Isthmus of 
Corinth, awd the King seemed to think 
there would be no doubt of their com- 
pletion, and that the march of Greoeo 
wonld be stenddy onward. He spoke 
highly of the patriotism of the Greeks, 
and told me that most of the fine build- 
fogs of modern Athens had been built 
from the donations of wealthy Groek 
citizens in Athens and other parts of the 


voud. 


Tho nudienee throughont was of this 
same demoeratic nature and the man: 
ners of His Majesty sre simple in the 
extreme. An ene of his friends said to 
me to-day, “King George th what would 


be considered a good club man any- 
where. Eloisa mnanof mere than or- 
dinary ability and he js as cultured as 
nny King of Europe. He speaks Wn- 
glist, Kronen, Gorman and Danish with 
equal facility, and he talks modern 
Groek like a Greok.”’

Majesty isvery fond of archmological 


stiles. Helis well versed in the his- 
tory and the antiquities of Greece, and 
when the archaic statues were found at 
the Parthenon, net long ago, the King 
Was present ond washed them with his 
own hands. He is a very hospitable 
man and his secial entertainments are 
many. He ts fond of Americans and he 
has entertained at his family table a 
mumber of the American naval officers, 
among whom are Admiral Franklin and 
othors. 

The absence of formality is observed 
y all members of the royal familly. 
oth the King and Queen often walk 
{he streets of Athens, and His Majesty 
now aud then stops and chats with his 
friends. ‘Phe Queen of Greece is said to 
be the finest looking Queen jn Europe. 
She ts the eldest daughter of Grand 
Duke Constantine of Russia, brother of 
Alexander II. She is tall and stately 
and looks like s queen. She is a blonde 
with brewn hair, reguler features, and 
with beautiful neck and shoulders, Bhe 
dresses vexy simply, except on state oc- 
casions, and often goes about Athens 
without even a maid with her. She 
wears a hat and jacket, and her costume 
upon such occasions jis net different 
from that of the other Athenian ladies. 
At state receptions she is gorgeous in 
penris and diamonds. Her pearls are 
noted, asd she wore last winter one 
dress the bodice of which was covered 
with pearls, while four strands of large 
enelrelod her neck. She is very 

fixe ladips of Athens, 
wad ane of these who knows her well 
tells me that fhe Queen mever meets her 
Without ingitiring about her family and 
ehildren. 6 Queen Ss a woman of 
fine culture. Shes cake Russian, Ital- 
jan, German, French, Greek and En- 
glish perfectly well and she is now 
studying Albanian. She is fond of 
painting and her friends say she paints 
very well. She is very charitable and 
does a great deal of good. She is Presi- 


dent ef the Queen’s Hospital in Athens, 
and she visits it nearly every day, going 
through the wards and talking to the 
patients. Sheisa stanch Russian and 
whens Russian sailors are in the hospital 
she always takes flowers to them. She 
has another hespitul at the Pi:w is which 
she frequently visits, and she lias found- 
ed an industrial school in Athens where 
aH sorts of weaving, lace-making and 
embroidery are carried on by Greek 
girls. 

The Queen of Greece is very domes- 
tio, and she is fone ef her studies and 
her children. She is well posted in En- 
= literature and Hawthorne 1s one of 

er favorites. She reads the American 
authors and the leading American mag- 
azines are taken at the palace. She is a 
very good woman and her chapel is one 
of the prettiest little charches in Greece. 
It is a brown-stone structure with a bell- 
tower of stone rising a few feet away 
from it. It is a Russian church and the 
services ave performed by Greek priests 
in gowns of stiff cloth of gold and with 
hats blazing with jewels covering their 
heads. The music consists of a choir of 
four men, and travelers say that you 
will flud no finer church music in the 
world than in this little Russias church. 

The King and Queen have been bless- 
ed with seven children, and the yougg- 
ost isa baby about a yearold. Prince 
Androas is seven and Princess Maria, 
who is a very bright blonde, is thirteen, 
Next comes the Princess Alexandra, a 
yery preity girl of nineteev, and then 
Prince George, who is twenty, and last 
and most important of all the Crown 
Prince, Konstantinos, the heir apparent, 
who was born Aug. 2, 1868, and who 
was at eighteen declared heir apparent 
to the throne. All of these children, 
save the year-old baby, speak French, 
English, Greek and Russian, and the 
home life of the palace is, I am _ told, 
very charming.

Che opening of thia new graving dock is a 
mattor of the highest importance to Ca ada 
and to England in connection with tho large 
morchant marine of both countries and also 
the Imperial navy It is the only dock on 
the Atlantic-British seaboard suitable for 
mon-of-war, and is one of the largost in tho 
world. Although no a portion of the Goy 
ernment dock-yard, it will of course be 
available for use by all ships of the Royal 
Navy. The largest merchant steamer or 
man-of-war can enter for repairs and can at 
tho same time receive a full complement of | 
coal | 

The dock has taken five yoara in building. 
Elaborate max hinery was brought exprossly | 
from England. Special apparatus for diving 
was procured and skilled workmen and en 
ginoers omployed, The d.ck is peculiarly 
ritanted, Itisat the northern ondof the 
harbor, just beyond and in close proximity 
to Her Majesty's dock-yard and right below 
Wellington Barracks, where the Imperial 
toldiery are quartered. It is built into the 
ride of a high blaff, p 

The cgstof construction goes up inta the 
millions, but is still far loss than the cost of 
apy previous graving dock built by Eng- 
land. The total length is 600 feet, it is 70 
foot wide at the bottom and 100 feet at the 
coping, it has an extremo working length of 
floor of 508 feet, and ihe depth of water at 
the sillin ordinary spring tides is 30 feot. 
The dock is built on solid rock, The pump- 
ing onpacity of the ongincs emptying the 
dock is such as to enable it to be done in 
four hours. The contract arranges for 3500 
feot per minute, but the engines are capable 
of far more than this. 

Major H. WV. Perloy, Chief Engincer of the 
Public Works Department, was present o8 
the ceremony of opening. As the dock is 
built in Canada, although not with much of 
the Dominion’s money, the Chief Engineer 
of the Public Works Department bas charge 
of the construction and took over the dock 
from the hands of the contractors. 


Serious Fire in Now Hamburg, 

New Maseunc, Sept. 20,—About 12 
o'clock Wednesday evening a fire was dis 
covered issuing from J. Ritz & Co.'s print> 
ing establishment, Tho fire got a hold on 
the building, but after two hours’ hard 
work was got under control.

SHE OIED IN ACHIMNEY-TOP. 


The Body of n Policeman's Widow Ob- 
structed the Smoke Eleven Days. 


New Youk, Sept. 20.—Phillip McAllister 
uttored a ory of horror yesterday afternoon 
ashe withdrew his hand from the top of a 
flue which be had been rent to clean, on the 
premises owned by Daniet Cunningham, at 
No. 175 Cherry-atreet, The flue had been 
refractory for several days, 4nd the occa- 
pauts of the house were impatient to havo 
again an outlet for the amoke from a cook- 
ing range. Tho first act of the chimuey- 
aweop was to thrust his hand down the top 
of the flue, and what ho brought up Was a 
quantity of hair from the head of 4 dead 
woman, 

This startling discovery solved tho my- 
stery of the disappearance since Sept. 8 of 
Mary Ann Kenney, widow of Policeman 
James Kenney, who died in May last. Mrs.. 
Konney was a comely woman of 25 years. 
She married the policeman about six years 
ago and seems to have led an unnasually 
bappy married life. Kenney was stricken 
with quick consumption and went to Florida 
io April, but the trip did him no good, and 
hedied the day after he reached home, 
Mrs. Kenney, who cccupied the top floor of 
the Cherry-strect flat, never recovered from 
herloss, and grieved until her reason became 
unhinged. She would often go to the 
Fourth Preeinct Police Station, with which 
hor husband had been connected, and ask 
for him. Then sho would go over what had 
beon his beat on Roosevelt-street and walk 
over it for hours ata time. Qune of her hal- 
lucinatiéns was that she owed a debt of $15, 
ond she was in constant fear that she would 
bo arrested and disgrace her hasband. She 
would try to hide from imaginary pursuers 
and would seek the most out-of-the-way 
places in her efforts toescape. Her sister, 
Mrs, Jano Molloy, was with the demented 
woman most of the time, and, with other 
friends, watched ovr her tenderly, hoping 
that sho would regain her reason, 

Mrs, Kenner Seemed more rutional than 
usual, Saturday, Sept. 8, and her sister ven- 
tured to leave her alone for a few minutes.

EDITORIAL BREVITIES. 


What Invention Has Done, 


In cutting out clothing and cloth caps 
with dies one worker does the work of three 
by old methods, 

In leather manufacture modern methods 
have reduced the necessary number of 
workers from 6 to 60 per cent. 

A carpet measuring and brushing mach- 
ine with one operator will do the work of 
fifteen men by the old methods. 

In the manufacture of flour modern im- 
Proyements save 75 per cent. of the manual 
labor that once was necessary. 

In making tin cans one man and a boy, 
with modern appliances, can do the work 
of ten workers hy the old process. 

By the use of coal mining machines 160 
miners in a month can mine as much coal 
in the same time as 500 miners by the ola 
methods. 

One boy, by machinery, in turning wood 
work and materials for musical instruments, 
performs the work of twenty-five men by 
the old methods, 

In the manufacture of boots and sloes 
the work of 500 operatives is now done by 
100, a displacement of wage earners of 80 
per cont. by aid of machinery. 

Iu nailing on shoe heels bne worker and 
a boy, with machinery, can heel 30C pairs 
ofshoes per day. Lt would require five 
workers to do the same by hand, 

Tho horse power of steam used In the 
United States on railways, steamers and in 
factories'and mines was, in 1888, 12,100,- 
000 against 1,620,000 in 1850. 

In stave dressing twelve: co-laborers, 
with a machine, can dreas 12,000 staves in 
the same time that the same number of 
workers by hand could dress 2,500, staves 

In the cotton mills in the United. States 
the manual labour has been reduced about 
50 per cent. Now one woaver manages 
from two to ten looms, where one loom 
was formerly tended by one worker. 

_In the manufacture of brick improved de 
vices save one tenth of the labor, and in 
the manufacture of fire brick 40 por cent. 
of the manual Iabor is displaced.

WHAT HE THINKS OF THE IRISH DIFFICULTY. 


|The Irish question isa dominant subs 
ject at the present day, but the people are 
how getting exceedingly tired of it, It is 
en appalling subject for contemplation, that 
{f, as was believed, that conflict continue, 
for seVverhl parliaments, our sons and our 
sons’ sons will soon be discussing the Irish 
question, Mr, Gladstone has long been 
searching throughout the world for some 
exaniple which would enable him to estab- 
lish*the certain success of his Irish policy. 
He brought forward in proof of it every two 
nations that had ever been together, or 
that had over been separate, He has been 
greatly dolighted at discovering a resolution 
passed recently by a body of gentlemen of 
Illinois favoring hia ‘home rule’ scheme. 
I cannot perceive what interest these gentle- 
men had in ‘homo-rule’ for Ireland, except- 
ing that they were returned to the body 
thoy represented by constituency in which 
the Irish vote largely prevailed. I do not 
think we ought to be guided in this coun- 
tery by the opinion of: foreigners on our 
policy.; England dillers from évery nation 
of the earth on tho subject of free trades 
and,/of.course, every nation must consider 
for itself what is tho best for its own gov. 
ernment. As a-matter of fact, the tentlency 
in |our days is to consolidate, and if we 
granted ‘home ralo’ to Ireland, we should 
bo gding against the drift of the times and 
thd destiny of nations.” TI, and the members 
of my governnient aré still of the opinion 
that union with England was the right and 
tha proper object for Ireland to seek. Bo- 
aliibs, there is no ‘home rule’ at present do- 
cided upon, except in the vaguest and most 
fantastic form. I feel assured that tho 
unionists and conservatives alike in all parts 
of the kingdom are inspired! above every 
earthly object with thé desire to maintain 
theempire in its integrity and greatness. 
In conclusion I will only say that if there 
wore nuy sections of the Irish peasantry who 
belicved that their interests lay rather ia 
defying thé law than in obeying it, that 
opioion, owing tothe offorts of her Majesty's 
governtnont, is rapidly disappearing,”

Devices of Indian Criminals, 

Somecurious devices practised by crimi- 
nals are nientioned by the writer ofa series of 
articles in the Times of India on ‘‘By-paths 
of crime in India.” One curiosity which he 
was shown onavisit tothe Presidency jail 
in Calcutta was a heavy lead bullet, about 
three-quarters of an inch indiameter. This 
was found on an habitual thief, and was 
being used to form a pouch or bag in the 
throat for secreting money, jewels, &c., in 
the eyent of his being searched. The ball is 
put into the mouth, andis allowed to slide 
down gently until it reaches some part of 
the epiglottis, where it is held in position 
and js kept there for about half wn hour ata 
time. The operation is repeated many times 
daily, and gradually a sort of pocket is 
formed, the time being longer or shorter ac- 
cording to the size of pocket required. In 
some cases six months haye been sufficient, 
in otheraa year, while in some cases two 
years 4re necessary. Such a pouch as this 
Inst is capable of holding ten rupees, about 
the size often florins, The thief, therefore, 
can undergo search, andnothing being found, 
he goes away with the rpoil in bis throat, 
the power of breathing and speech being in 
no way interfered with. 

About a score of prisoners inthe Calcutta 
jail have such pouch formations. In the 
hospital of the prison the visitor learned 
some of the malingering practices of Indian 
criminals. In one case he saw & youth who 
was a perfoct skeleton, with lustrous eyes 
looking ont in a ghastly manner, from o 
worn, haggard face, It was discovered that 
he had for two years been talking an irritant 
poison, with a view to produce diarrhoea, in 
order to shirk work and get pleasant quar- 
ters in the hospital. But he had overdone 
the part, for he had reduced himself to such 
a condition that recovery was all but impos- 
sible. This taking of internal irritants isa 
common practice among the habitual crimi- 
nals of Calcut 1, Castor oil seed, croton 
seed, andtwo other seeds which have no 
English namo Gre the agents most commonly 
employed. One man was pointed out who, 
in order to get off his fotters, had produced 
an ulcer by rubbing the chafed skin with 
caustic lime and then irritating the sore by 
scratching it with a piece of broken bottle.

A TRIP THROUGH A SEWER. 


Mr, Raliley Deseribes One of the Tnder 
ground Sights of Pari« 

I had the pleasure of going, with about 

500 other visitors, thidugh the sowers of

ran on either side of this chamber, while ina 
canal inthe middle ran the sewage, like a 
rivor Thore are so many hundreds of foun- 
tains, and street liydrants forstrect- washing, 
ronoing all tho time that the sewers are flush 
6d, and all bad smells are absorbed. Tho only 
odor noticeable was a damp, tnusty smell, 
with a trace of illuminating gas in it. Over 
head fn this‘chamber, strapped and held in 
place by strong iron bands, were the water 
and gas mains, and the telegraph, telephone 
and ocléctric-light ‘wires of the tity. Some 
of the water mains Were over threo foet in 
diameter. We found, at the foot of the 
stairs, waiting os, a large boat In tho water, 
with upholatéred sonata, polished brass trim 
ming#, aud'a large head-light in the stern 
Several of these boats had preceded us, each 
with about 50 people init. When all had 
embarked, five men in white dack uniforms 
and blue caps, on eachi fide of the boat, took 
hold of ropes and towéd us along, walking 
on the sidewalk. 

Aftor going about a milo, during which 
the sights and exporictices wore most novel 
and interesting, we saw by thé large, blue, 
énemolled signs dn tho sides, indicating the 
streets overhead, that wo were at the Place 
dé la Concorde, whero’ we were to change 
froin bouts to cars. We had passed scores 
of cross and lateral rewers, up which, it 
soomed, We could seo for a mile. At this 
place wo got out, stood on a platform, and 
noticed that the edgé afthe sidewalk next 
the water of the cower at right angles with 
otirs Wasa rail. Soon We heard a rumbling, 
and car appeared, full of passengers riding 
over the water, It was along, low hand-car, 
like ‘those used on railroads, but longer and 
Was tipholstered and fitted to seat about a 
dozen persons. The passengers got out, en- 
tered the boat we had vacated, and we got 
imto tHe car. Seon other cars arrived | 
and we realized that an excursion party had 
entered both ends of the sewer simultaneous. 
ly, and had mot atthis junction. Tt was in- 
teresting te see the expressions o! astonish. 
ment on all faces, at this novel underground 
meeting, and I dare say that nowhere else 
in the world could several hundred well- 
dressed men and women meet in a sewer, 
with composure and comfort. Jokes were 
exchanged and long after the cars had dis- 
appeared up the caverns, laughter, and the 
footsteps of the laborers could be heard. 

Tho trip by rail was long, and also full of 
engineering wonders. Big water-pipes came 
into the chamber overhead and met crossing 
pipes. There were valves as big as hogs- 
heads and elbows and joints bigger than 
those belonging to any giant of the story 
bouk. It was hard to follow, by the bends 
and tarnsin our course, the familiar streets 
above, which we were paralleling, and when 
at last we arrived at the end, mounted other 
carpeted stairs and found ourselves near the 
iriver bank, with Notre Dame in sight, over 
on the Ile de la Cite, we realized more than 
ever how a nation that could show such a 
wonder of engineering could plan o Suez or 
a Panama canal and build it—if rhe is given 
\time. We were several miles from the 
‘Madalene, where we embarked.

ASelf-winding Clock. 

The New-Haven Clock Company after a 
year or two of experiment, have nt last per- 
ected a piece of mechanism which, if it does 
not realise the desire for perpetual motion, 
serps at least to be a step in that direction. 
They are now manufacturing and about to 
put on the market a self-winding clock. 

The motive power is furnished by electri- 
city generated by two Leclanche cells, which 
do the work effectually for from twelve to 
eighteen months without renewal. The 
mechanism is simple in the extreme. Much 
of the ordinary clock ® omitted, and little 
remains save the escapement wheel. The 
clock is wound every hour by a current 
from the two cells of the battery working 
through o pair of magnets. The main 
wheel, which revolves once an hour, cone 
nects the current at every revolution. 

When the contact is first made and the 
current passes through the magnets the arm 
ature is pulled down to the magnet heads, 
drawing with it anarm which winds one tooth 
of tho ratchet wheel which is fastened to the 
box containing a spring of the finest steel 
attached tothe centrepinion. This operation 
is repeated for five or ten secondsat the rate 
of three blows a second until the spring is 
wound and the current is cut off by the pas- 
sage around of the main wheel. — Hartford 
Times. 


Beware the Mixed Drink. 

“Why does a man weaken quicker under 
mixed drinks than straight?’ a barkeepor 
was asked. ‘‘For two reasons,” he replied. 
‘In the first place, a good deal more liquor 
goes intoa mixed drink, like a punch or 
julep, than you think, Im the next placo, 
the liquor used in making it is generally of 
worse quality, or newer, any way, than that 
set out who take theirs 
straight. There is not one man in twenty 
who can tell the difference after the drink is 
mixed and flavored.

Tho result is that there 
isa much bettorarticlo of whiskey sold in 
the good saloons hore than you can find in 
most, of the finest places in New York, 
Chicago, or Cincinnati. I know it because 
I've practised on both sides of the bar in 
nearly overy big city inthis country. Tho 
monnest whiskoy is always to bo found in 
a beer town, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, for instance, Now Orleans 
solla mostly ‘‘ blended" stuff, but it is better 
than you can got Norsh.”

possible during bis coming visit to Greece,

Holstein, who has been ,at Balmoral for a 
fertnight, has gone back to his regiment, 
Hohas dono a good deal of shooting and deor 
ttalking, of which he is very fond, and he 
fsa good shot. Ho is one of the sturdiost 
ind most athlotic of the royal family, being 
rery strongiand fond of all out-door amuse- 
nents, Ho is, moreover, a very good fel- 
ow, und vory popular in his regiment. 

Wom. H. Smith, First Lord of the Treasury 
nonymously paid for a church recently 
rected at Portsoa which cost £22,000, 

Tho death of tho reigning blind prince of 
fonaco is causing great anxiety respecting 
tho future of Monte Carlo, where éxtonsive 
ouildings are 11 progress. Ths Casino is 
being considerably enlarged, the cafe oppo: 
site the Hotel de Paris is to be thrown back 
to the present site of tho newspaper kiosk,

Severn! other royal personages. It is, how- 
ever, nnderstodd that Countess Hatzfeldt 
will not come to Carlton House Terrace, but 
that she'will dispense tho hospitalities of 
the German embassy in Paris, to which her 
husband will shortly be transferred. 

The German Government is quietly but 
actively pushing on» very important piece 
of strategical work. Thero is a canal be- 
tween the Rhine and Meuse which will very 
agreeably reduce the distance betweon Ant- 
werp and Ruhrort, so that it will be ofa 
considerable commercial value. There is to 
be another short canal between Rubrort 
and Venloo, and the present canal, which 
connects Venloo with the Rhino is being 
widened and deepened, so that ina short 
time the Rhine and the Scheldt will be in 
very close communication.

GRAIN TESTERS, 


We notice in many of our exchanges par- 
agraphs stating that farmers in various parts 
of the Province are objecting to the weigh- 
{og machines known as Grain Testers, which 
are now being used by all millers and grain 
buyers in the purchase of wheat. As the 
Inspector of Weights and Measures for this 
Division was the first one to test the ques- 
tion as to their legality, through his repre- 
sentations to the Government, a teat case 
was msde in our Courts here; and 
Permission was given by the Government 
for their use, subject to Customs regulations, 
It is well that farmers and grain dealers 
should know what those regulations are, 
and we reproduce the Orders-in Council : 

I, Grain testers shall only be admitted 
to verification when : 

1, The cup or vessel for containing the 
grain is cylindrical, the diameter being ap- 
proximately equal to its depth, and its 
capacity some authorized sub-multiple of 
the gallon, not less than one quart. 

2. There is marked on the cup in clearly 
legible characters its true capacity in 
atandard measure. 

8, The counterpoise is arranged so that 


it can be sealed or stamped in such manner | 
as will prevent its being tampered with or |

(¢) The hopper (0) for holding a sample 
of the grain to be tested ia an inverted 
frustrum of a hollow cone, eleven inches in 
height, seven inches inside diametor at the 
large ond, and 1.15 inches at the smaller 
end. 

2. Tho orifice at the small or lower ond 
of the cono is’exactiy 1.16 inches in din- 
moter, and is closed by a valve which can 
be moved to one side so as to permit the 
run of the grain into the tester. 

3. 1t is easontial that the orifice should 
be the oxact size stated, and that its lower 
edge be of uniform height above tho bot. 
tom of the testing cup to bo filled. Tho 
standard (A) must, therefore, be of such 
holght that the lower ond of the cone shall 
be oxactly 7 inches above the bottom of 
the testing cup, and the centro of the oritice 
of the hopper must project sutliciontly far 
beyond the foot of the standard (A) to por.

Natmegs 

The nutmeg is the innermost kernel of 
tho fruit of a small tree that grows about 
thirty feethigh, It is a native of tho East 
Indies, but it is cultivated in other tropical 
lavds. It has a small yellow flower, Ta: 
fruit is smal] ood. poachlike, bub with a 
smooth surface, 82d turns yellow who 
ripe, ‘Tho exteriol, & thick, fleshy husk, 
dries up and cracks, disclosing the nut, 
The outer covering Of this nut is what wo 
know as mace, It is red at first, but turas 
to a light browr when dried. Next combs 
a hard shining shell, and inside that is the 
nutmeg. The tree bears about the eighth 
or ninth year from the seed. Tho mace is 
taken off and dried in the sun for one day, 
and for oight days in the shade, then damp- 
ened with seawater and pressed in bags 
The remainder of the nut is very thorough- 
ly dried, when the sholl is broken and tlio 
nutmegs assorted, the bestones being ex- 
ported. They are firat pickled in lime- 
water, then left to aweat, and finally pack- 
ed for shipment, The Penang nutmegs, thie 
best, are about an inch long, pale brown, 
corrugated on the surface, with red streaks 
in the grey interior,—London Standaad,

UNCLE SAM'S NEW MAILBOXES. 


The Simple Vevion That Has Been Adopt- 
ed by the Postmaster General. 


The new postoffice street boxes that 
have been adopted by the Postmaster 
General will be putin position as soon 
asa sufiicient number can be manufac- 
tured, The patent was obtained by Mr. 
Willard D. Doremus, and was applied 
for as the result of a circular sent ont by 
the postoffice authorities in 18838. 

The department was and js inuch dis- 
satisfied with the present box, says the 
New York Herald, not only because it 
gives but little protection against the 
weather, but because newspapers cannot 
be placed init. Every one knows the 
custom of piling papers ontop of the 
letter boxes and the odd honesty that 
protects them. In answer to the post- 
office department's circular several hun- 
dred designs were sent in to the patent 
office, out of which the Postmaster Gen- 
eral has selected that of Mr. Doremus. 

As may be seen from the cut, the box 
has a pivoted plate 
atone side near “the 
top. When the han- 
dle (i) is pressed 
down the plate (c) 
swings up past the 
flange (k). The curv- 
ed segment (j) swings 
out, making an open- 
ing between its end 
py and the roof of the 
box through’ which 
the mail can be put. 
But as the plate is 

THE DOREMUS DE- then up, the letter 

VICE. or newspaper rests 
on it until the handle is released, when 
it is dropped into the body of the box, 
It will be seen at once that with such 
a box robbery is impossible, for the box 
can only be opened by closing the lower 
part off. Of course, there is a doorat 
tho lower side forthe postman to unlock. 
The disk (m) is intended to mark the 
hour at which the mail will be collect- 
ed. 

The whole thing is simple, yet effect- 
ive. It is strong and will not be apt to 
get out of order, As the roof overlaps 
the top of the plate when the latter is 
hanging down rain cannot get in and the 
mail is perfectly protected.

When searched in the room in which he

of Manitoba. Somehow or other an idea 
had got abroad this. year that Manitoba 
would not be able to raise a crop amounting 
to anything. The exhibitis sufficient to 
disprove all these rumors. The season thin 
year has certainly been vory dry in Mani 
toba, but owing to the poocaliar character 


raise a healthy crop of grain as in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario. The consequence is 
that at such places as Portage Plains, which 
lies, about sixty miles west of Winnipo,, 
there is very little difference between tlic 
crop this year and the crop of 1887, espy 

cially in wheat, Oats and barley, however, 
have made a poorshoweverywhoro. But 
the samples of wheat from Portage Plaiis 
is very good, and the number of burhols to 
the acre is up to the average. At othar 
points, such as Pomeroy on the Northein 
Pacifio and Oak lake and in fact along the 
whole northern border cf the prairio tho 
crops are excellent where the cuitivation 
has been fairly well done,

of the grain, The potatoes are very good 
inded, and roots which were taken out of 
the ground acme weeks ago are surprising 
for their growth. There is a very fine 
sample of oats from the northern part of 
the province. Thesamp!e shown, which is 
of splendid weight, was grown on the faria 
of Mr, Jefferson, at Balmoral, about thirty 
miles north of Winnipeg. Ths wheat ‘of 
Mr, Wm.

As the relatives of the de- 
ceased seemed disinclined to give a candid 
statement as to his malady, a reporter went 
to Toronto Sunday morning and called at 
the Provincial Lunatic Asylum and obtained 
full particu ars in regard to the deceased’s 
eonfinement in that institution. 

James Douglas, farmer of Streetaville, 
was received in the Toronto asylum Novy. 
17, 1887, and was discharged July 25, 1888, 
having been there just eight months eight 
days. The point that the doctors call 
special attention to was an entry made 
when the patient left. That ontry rend as 
follows ; ‘‘Was taken out by relations, con- 
trary to the superintendent's advice,” 

The body was identdied Saturday. by Mr. 
James Douglas of . Streetsville. who was 
reading a paper in Toronto, came across the 
account of the Hamilton tragedy and con- 
eluded it was bi# cousin. He took the first 
train to Hamilton, viewed the body and 
recognized it as his cousin at once. 

The deseased was well off, having a farm 
of hisown. He had received a fair educa- 
tion and bad been a bookkeeper both in 
Streetsville and Toronto. Ashort time ago 
he left, Streetsyille to yisit bis brother in 
Missouri, and «from thence he went on'to 
Detroit to visit another brother, who is a 
physician in that city,. Mr. Douglas attri. 
butes his cousin's insanity to an accident 
that happened him whena boy. He was 
cutting wood in the bush and had his toe 
cut hy the axe. The accident gave him 
great pain and one of the joints of the toc 
was taken ovt, making the toe about an 
inch shorter than the corresponding toe on 
the other foot. In later years he was 
troubled by excessive pain in his log, hip 
and side, and he attributes this to the chap- 
ping sccident, His friends think his insan- 
ity had its origin in this way. 

From other sources it was learned that the 
deceased being unfit to conduct his farm it 
was rented and the stock sold off. It was 
only a short time ago that his cousin, James 
J. Douglas of Streetsville, sent him $200 
while he wasin Detroit visiting his brother. 
Itis said thatywhile he was in Detroit he 
had the money stolen out of his bedroom, 
and since that time he has always carried a

NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Gotham “Green Goods” Mon Have Lots of 
Good Canadian Money. 

Orrawa, Sept 30.—Mr. J. M. Graham, 
general manager of the Northern Pacific and 
Manitoba Railway, is bere, He says his 
road has no interest in the Great Northwest 
Central and doesnot want any. The North- 
ern-Pacific and Manitoba will end tempor- 
arily at Brandon. The route beyond that 
has not yet been decided upon. 

Sir John Thompson and Hon. C. H. Tup- 
per left S.turday afternoon for Nova Scotia, 
where they will open the Eastern Counties 
Agricultural Societies’ exhibition and visit 
one or two of the chief cities and delivered 
political speeches. 

Commissioner Sherwood of the Domin- 
ion police has received a letter from 
the New York police headquarters, stating 
that acting on information received from 
him they had shadowed certain crooks sus- 
pected of being connected with the ‘‘green 
goods” trade, and after having carefully 
noted their habits took a quiet opportunity 
of searching the premises to which the 
parties resorted. Hore they found no green 
goods but discovered a heap of circulara and 
a quantity of brand new good Canadian 
bills of various denominations amounting to 
several thousand’ dollars in yalue. These 
bills had all the requisite signatures and 
were ready for circulation, but how these 
gentlemen became possessed of them unless 
they were stolen is, says Mr, Sherwood, o 
mystery. ‘These were intended either as 
decoys or as samples to work from. 


AN INTERESTING DECISION. 


The Right of Railroads to Suspend Opera 
tion of Non-Paying Lines. 

Counc Burrs, Ia, Sept. 30—Judgo 
Love, of the Federal Court, has rendered 
a decision which rettles the right of rail- 
roads to suspend operation of non-paying 
lines. Attorney Sheldon, of Chicago, for 
the Union Trust Company, applied to the 
court for an order on the receiver of the 
Wabash system to have the road known as 
the Clarinda Branch, connecting Roseberry, 
Mo., and Clarinda, Ia., susponded on the 
ground that receipts of the branch were 


not sufficient to pay ‘exponses. The 
order was refused, the court declaring 
that railroads are . governmental  in- 


Avitutions, public conveyances and com- 
mon carriers, The right to build a road 
through private property was granted on 
the reprosentation that the road would 
fucnisb transportation for the public, 
People are dependent upon such roads for 
transportation. Courts have no right to 
deprive people of this transportation on the 
dhowing that the road does not pay expen- 
sos. By obtaining the right of way from 
the people they were cut off from all other 
imilar means of transportation, and the 
court has no nieans of knowing what dam- 
aye to mervhants Would ensuo from the 
granting of this order, It is not the duty 
of the court to ascertain such facts, If the 
railway commissioners choose to make such 
inspection the court will not interfere, but 


no such order as this will be granted,

Cuicaco, Sept. 30.—An outbreak of 
small-pox which may prove quite serious 
has been reported to Dr. Porter, of the 
Lake View health office. The patient is 
John Welter, aged 14, the son of weaithy 
parents.

The family sailed 
on the steamer Gascogne and landed at 
New York Sept. 21. The next day tho 
family having passed quarantine, started 
west on a Delaware and Lackawanua train 
and a breaking out was noticed on young 
Welter’s face. It was thought then that 
it was a case of measles, At Buflalo they 
changed and took a Michigan Central train 
and arrived in Chicago on Sept 25, The 
samo day the boy was taken tohis home in 
the northern limits of the city. A local 
physician wag called in, who watehed the 
case for o couple of days and then concinded 
it must be small-pox. There is no doubt 
but. that hundreds of persons between New 
York and Chicago have contracted the di- 
seaso, while no attempt was made to isolate 
it in Chicago for two days, and in the mean™ 
time the boy traveled the streeta ond came 
in contact with many persons.

The Gravd Jury's Presentment, 


The following presentment was made to 
the Assize Court by the Grand Jury : 
Province of Ontario, | The Grand Jur ra vf 
County of Hastings. f our Lady the Queen 
for the Curt of Assize of the County cf 
Hastings, beg loave to repord; 

That we have osrefully inquired inte the 
indictments laid before ua, and are persed 
to find the number of cases so limited, but 
we have also to regret that they are «[ to 
sorious a nature. 

In accordance with the uaual custom, we 
haye examined the Jail and find it neat and 
clean throughout. There are in prison 27 
males and 2 females ; 6 of this number are 
lunatics, who have been confined from two 
to five montha; and we earnestly invite the 
attention of the proper authorities to this 
fact, and trust that our jails will not be 
made an asylum for those afflicted sod ua- 
fortunate individuals. 

We noticed with pleasare, that since the 
enlargement of the jail accommodation, the 
prisoners are properly classified, thereby !es- 
seniog the possible evil influencd of the old- 
er and more hardened criminals upon the 
younger and less guilty. ' 

We also beg to suggest to the custocisns 
of the public wea!, the advisability of fur- 
nisbing our prisons with some pure and 
wholesome books and papers, that some 
prisoners at least )f not all, may be montally 
and morally benefitted. 

Wo have tuken into consideration the 
matter referred to in your Lordship’s charge 
conceraing the abolition of the Grand Jury 
system, and universally hold tho opinion 
that for the safety and well-being or interest 
of society it should be continued, believing 
as we do in tho principle of conserving that 
which hag proved to be good, rather than to 
risk something that bas only theory to rec- 
ommend it. 

We havo visited the Hospital and Homo, 
and were very happily disappointed ; overy- 
thing connected chorwith recommends itaolf 
to the favorable consideration of tho Gov- 
ernment, to the County and City Oouncils, 
ond privato individuals, 

We also visited the Deaf and Dumb In- 
atitute, and wore very courtéously received 
by the Principal, Mr. Mathison. 

Wo desire to express our thanks to your 
Lordship and Crown Counsel for advice and 
ipatructions, and to inform your Lordship 
of the sincere pleasure it atfords us to moet 
youat your first attendance in # judicial 
capacity at tho assizes for this County ; and 
wo sinoerely hope that you may long con- 
tinue to adorn the Boneh, which has been 
the pride and boast of our country for ita 
purity and wisdom,
